i This paper represents a continuation in a series of short histories of the First 
Families of the French colony of Louisiana with strong Gulf Coast roots. So much credit 
; is to be given to these two pioneers of the Gulf Coast area that even in a short historical 
H sketch such as this, at least some recognition can be given to members of that hardy band 
of pioneers, who fought the elements, politics and native Americans to construct the 
beginnings of a heritage wnich all of us now share. In this case the two individuals are

Jean FAILLARD dit LaLANCETTE and Francoise FISSEAU, 


Now and then a family name appears wnich, if followed through, might 
completely disappear from the records, This disappearance is not because of a lack of 
male descendants or a complete exit from the area by the whole family; rather, it is often 
the result of a peculiar system used by several European countries, which allows an 
individual to adopt a second name and simply attach it to his own, thereby literally giving 
that person two family names, The French were great in this respect, permitting ¢ man 
who had done a service for his country to add a second name, or, probably in some cases, 
who themselves simply adopted an alias or second name and wrote the whole name, or one 
name or the other, as his signature. This is particularly true in the case of Jean FAILLARD 


dit LaLANCETTE, Jean FAILLARD called (known as) LaLANCETTE . 


Jean FAILLARD dit LaLANCETTE was a soldier in the service of France in 
Louisiana during the late 1730's, 1740's and possibly the 1750's and later. During the 
administration of Governor VAUDREUIL, between 1743 and 1753 several censuses of the 
Louisiana colony were taken, and, ostensibly, all citizens were registered. One such 
census involved the military, taken in 1745, which gave the name of each soldier and 
his alias or nickname or second name, whichever was the case. Jean is listed in this 


"census as Jean FAILLARD dit LaLANCETTE. (The Vaudreuil Papers, Bill Barron, Polyan- 
thos Press, New Orleans, La., p. ¥9.) 


Jean FAILLARD dit LaLANCETTE's family background is not known, However, 
for what it is worth, the following information regarding a family of Lalancettes is 
recorded in First Families of Louisiana, by Glenn R. Conrad. 


1, "Lalancette, soldier, his wife with him" on the boat Le Philippe, 
1-26-1719, Vol. Lp. 36. ) 

2. LaLancette - died October 11, 1721, soldier and barber, Vol. II, 
p. 79. 

3. Death of Charles LaLancette ~ buried Septemner 5, 1726, aged 3, 
of unknown parents, Vol. tI, p. 99. 


4, Death of Jeanne LaLancette - February 5, 1727, aged 26 or 27, 
native of Dunkirk, Vol. Il, p. 105. 
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The LaLancette listed above, who died in October, 1721, could have been | 
the LaLancette on the ship, Le Philippe. Jeanne could have been his wife. The child, 
Charles, cannot be explained, unless he had been five years old. In that case, he 
could have been the son of Jeanne and LaLancette, In any event, this is the earliest 
known family by the name’ LaLancette. The next time we read of a LaLanceite or 


ane is ina regal situation involving Jean EANARD dit LaLANCETTE . 


It would seem that jade FAILLARD dit LaLANCETTE would have been born in 
the colony. The reason for this supposition is that Jean is married by 1744 to Francoise _ 
FISSEAU, who was born in 1728. Had Jean come to the colony asa child in 1720, or — 
been born there, his age would approximate somewhat the age of Francoise, If he came © =~ 
earlier, and here is no record of this, his age would have been more out of proportion 

_ with hers, In 1744 she was 16 years old, It is recognized, though, that older men 
frequently married younger girls and had rather large families. It is then, that there is 
a considerably difficult situation here to show that Jean FAYARD dit LaLANCETTE is a 
son of the LaLancette who died in 1721, Yet, the author is of this belief, The earlier 
LaLancette was a soldier and, perhaps, Jean follows in the footsteps of his father. This 
is, though, strictly speculation, but it seems plausible that a son could have been born 
to this LaLancette and managed to survive his difficult early years, possibly being reared 
an orphan in another home and then follows the profession of his father. 


It is said, that Jean FAILLARD dit LaLANCETTE was from Canada, the son of 
Pierre FAYARD of France and Catherine ARBOUR. In the Dictionnaire National des 
Canadiens Francais (1608-1760), Volume I, p. 484, by Msgr. Irenee Lussier of the 
Institut Genealogique Drouin of Montreal, Canada, can be found Jean FAYARD dit 
LaFEUILLADE, son of Pierre and Catherine ARBOUR, of St. Gervais, Commune de V ideix, 
diocese of Limoges, Limousin’, France. However, this Jean FAYARD dit LaFEUILLADE 
married Catherine THIBAUT on Novemper 25, 1754, in Montreal, At the same time, 
Jean FAILLARD dit LaLANCETTE was married in Louisiana to Francoise FISSEAU and 
already had several children by 1754 and others would follow after that date, It would 
seem, then, that further consideration of this Canadian Jean as an ancestor to Gulf 
Coast families would not be correct, Even the alias, LaFeuillade, is not the same. 


There are still other genealogists who think, but do not insist on, that the 
FAFARD family of early Detroit and Illinois might be ancestors to the Coast FAYARDS, 
However, in the Michigan Pioneer and Historical Society Journal, Volume XXXII, 1904, 
there is a reference to the Cadillac Papers giving the census of Detroit in the year 1710. 
_A Francois FAFARD dit DELORME, farmer, a Jean FAFARD and his daughter, Marguerite, 
are mentioned, But no connection can be seen between this Fafard. family and the 
se i of the Gulf.Coast. 


The name LaLancette, Bs Wasteen earlier, was an added name preceded by 
the French word "dit" ("known as" or "called"). At times the name FAYARD was used, 
yet at other times the same person was called LaLANCETTE. The iwo names were inter- 
changeable, LaLancette continued to be used, particularly in the Bay St. Louis-Delisle 
area until the laté 1820's or thereabouts, after which it seems to have disappeared, 
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One can only imagine the primitive conditions under wnich the immigrants in 
Lovisiana lived and, given the hot, humid weather, the river, floods and other natural 
problems, it is not a wonder that some families literally died out early, Medical services 
were probably available but not necessarily adequate for the region. 


Inasmuch as the marriage records for the 1740's are no longer extant, having 
been destroyed by the elements or by the great New Orleans French Quarter fire of 1788, 
no record can be provided for the marriage between Jean FAYARD dit LaLANCETTE to 
Francoise FISSEAU, [ft seems that Jean, the soldier, was married to Francoise FISSEAU 
in the edrly 1740's, The birth of the first recorded child, Marie Anne, took place in 
Natchitoches on September 7, 1744, so it is presumed that either at the time of the mar- 
riage, or a short time thereafter, Jean is with the service in Natchitoches, Another 
daughter, Marie Louise, is born in Natchitoches. The two baptisms are recorded in the 
Archives of St. Francis Church in Natchitoches. 


"On Septemper 7, 1744, 1, the undersigned Capuchin Priest, 
Curate of the Parish of St. Francis of Natchitoches, have baptized 1.4 
with the ordinary ceremonies of the Church, Marie Anne, born of ae | 
the legitimate marriage of Jean Fayard, soldier in the regiment of _—. 
the marine detachment, and Francoise LaGarrene (Fisseau), God- 
parents are Jean Maderne, resident of this Post, and Marie LaCroix, 
who signed on the day, month and year as above.”

"On September 9, 1746, 1, a Capuchin Missionary Apostolic 
Priest, Curate of the parish of St, Francis of the Natchitoches Post, 
have baptized with the ordinary ceremonies of the Church, Marie 
Louise, the legitimate daughter of Jean Fallyar_(Fayard) LaLancette 


and Francoise Phisot, her father and mother. Godparents are Jean 
Louis Tresar, called Provencal, and Marie Francoise Bourdon who 
signed with me the day and year as above."

lt would seem that shortly after the birth of Marie Louise, the Fayards moved 
back to New Orleans, because the initiation of a civil suit before the French Superior 
Council of Louisiana is instituted on May 21, 1748, However, before taking up the 
details of the suit, it would be good to give some background on the wife of Jean FAYARD, 
Francoise FISSEAU, 
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Francoise FISSEAU was the daughter of Nicolas FISSEAU and Marieanne 
LaGARENNE or LEGARE. The marriage record is in Marriage Book A, pagés 49 and 50, 
of the St. Louis Cathedral, New Orleans, and reads as follows: 


"On May 4, 1722, after the publication of two banns between 
Nicolas Fiso, native of Paris, the parish of St, Denis and Marianne 
Legare, nafive of Mastrick, parish of St, Antoine, and not having 
found any impediment, I, the undersigned, certify the two united 
together by the sacrament of marriage with the ordinary ceremonies 
of the Church in the presence of Antoine Barthelemy Legare, father 
of the girl, Francois Herinane, Jean Villars, Jean Christophe, Jean 
Philippe Laprairie, uncle of the girl, who made a mark only, declaring 
that they could not write to sign, with the exception ot Francois Herin- 
ane who signed with me.” 


Darguevans, Curate 


Several children were born to this union: Francoise (b, 1728, Volume II, 
Conrad, First Families of Louisiana), Marie Louise, Anne Marie, who died October 16, 
1728, at three years of age (Conrad, Vol. If; p. 120) and Anne Nicolle (BB 1, p. 70, 
died September !7, 1731, six months old, Funeral Bk. 1, p. 70). The two known 
survivors, Frangoise and Marie Louise would play a great part in the settlement of many 
areas of the Gulf Coast, particularly with the thousands of descendants that would follow 
them, Marie Louise would marry Jean Baptiste LADNER, who, from all indications, was 
a son of the original Christion LADNIER ard his wifs;-Marie Rarbe COUNAL. Francoise 
would be ancestor to all the Fayards of the Gulf Coast. 


Nicolas FISSEAU died about 1733 and did so intestate. As a consequence, 
his wife and her two daughters are the only legal heirs, As will be seen, French law 
will recognize the rights of each, 


lt was some time later that the widow FISSEAU, Marieanne LaGARENNE , 
married a soldier named Pierre DeLORME, who apparently was stationed in New Orleans, 
because he seemed to be available for the suit proceedings that would take place begin- 
ning with the petition of Jean FAYARD, presented to the Council for his wife, on May 
21, 1748, No marriage record exists, but this couple, Pierre DeLORME and Marieanne 
LaGARENNE, probably were married in New Orleans and, in all probability, moved to 
the Gulf Coast area, where their children raised their families, {n any event Pierre and 
Marieanne continued to live in the family home for a while. 


Because of the fact that Marieanne continued to live in her first husband's 
home, and because his own wife, Francoise, was receiving nothing from her father's 
estate, Jean FAYARD (a spelling to be used from now on) went before the Superior 
Council for redress. 


It was probably on his return to New Orleans, after the military stay in Natchi- 
toches, that a strong difference of opinion developed concerning the estate. Francoise was 
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receiving nothing, while Marieanne, her husband, Pierre, and Marie Louise were enjoying 
the benefits of the estate, This no doubt aggravated Jean and Francoise to the point of a 
suit, Inasmuch as Jean FAYARD was literate (he signs most documents), he shoulders the 
burden of the suit in his wife's favor. 


The initial petition to the Superior Council was made by Jean FAYARD on 
May 21, 1748, a document which he signs as "FAYARD", The copies of the originals of 
the documents used in this paper are from the Louisiana State Museum, They were trans- 
lated by the author, who feels that despite the poor handwriting, the meaning of the 
passage, if an exact translation could not be made, has been faithfully maintained. 


Jean Fayard dit LaLancette humbly requests in the name of his 
wife, Froncouek iseaus for a division of succession, saying that at 
the death of Nicholas Fisseau, he left two daughters, one of whom the 
suppliant married, Fisseau had left a house built on posts in the 
ground (stilts) on 2/3 of the land, a slave man, a slave woman and a 
slave child as seen through an inventory. It is stated that Marianne 
La Garenne, the surviving widow and mother of the two girls, had 
already sold 1/3 of the property, and fearing that through her husband's 
request (Pierre de Lorme), with whom she had contracted a second mar~ 
riage, she would divert the little that remained from her children. 


This considered, Sirs, if you please, will permit the plaintiff, 
Fayard, to have cited at the first day of the next session of the Council, 
Pierre de Lorme, in his name as husband of Dame Marianne La Garenne, 
in order that he be condemned to give up the share which accrues fo 
the two daughters, one of whom is his wife, the other his sister-in-law. 
In this way justice would be done. 


PETITION TO SUPERIOR COUNCIL BY 
JEAN_FAYARD DIT LA LANCETTE FOR 
DIVISION OF SUCCESSION May 21, 1748 


The permission from the Council to cite Mr. De Lorme was given on the same 
day, It was signed by D'Auberville as follows: 


Permission is given to cite the defendant on the first day of the new 
session of the Council in New Orleans on May 21, 1748, 
D'Auberville 


PERMISSION TO CITE PIERRE DE LORME 
May 21, 1748 


On the following day, May 22, Mr. deLORME was served notice of the citation. 
This was done by the sheriff of the day, LeNORMAND, who delivered the paper to Mr. 
deLORME's home, giving it fo Mr, DeLORME himself. It orders deLORME to appear on 
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a certain day and time before the Council to answer to the charges brought by Jean FAY- 
ARD. 


On May 22, 1748, a notice of citation is made for Jean Fayard 
dit LaLancette of New Orleans, Louisiana, by Sheriff Le Normand, 
attached to the Superior Council of this Province of New Orleans, on 
Pierre de Lorme of New Orleans at his home. |t is ordered that the 
said de Lorme must appear on the first Saturday of the month of June 
at nine o'clock in the morning in the chambers of the Superior Council, 
the first day of the new session, to respond to the charge made by Jean 
Fayard , 


NOTICE {S SERVED ON PIERRE DE LORME 


No date is given as to the appearance of Pierre de LORME before the Superior 
Council, but it was no doubt “on the first Saturday of June, 1748, at nine o'clock in the 
morning" as per the citation above, The accounting takes place as ordered by the Council 
and follows in translation from the French. It is interesting to note the diverse debts 
mentioned in the accounting by de LORME, French law would be strictly followed in 
these proceedings, so Mr. de LORME probably had a lawyer draw up the general account- 
ing of the F{ISSEAU estate, 


The following accounting was rendered to Jean Fayard, husband of 
Francoise Fisseau, before the Superior Council of the Province of Louisi- 
ana, by Pierre de Lorme, in the name of Marianne La Garenne, the 
Widow Fisseau, his wife. 


{t is not necessary to give a lengthy account to such a demand be- 
cause the plaintiff (Fayard) has never wanted any more than what is due 
to his wife, Francoise Fisseau, and that the lengthy requests of May 21, 
1748, be responded to. 


The accountant (de Lorme) will have the honor to explain if fo the 
Court that the things left by the deceased Nicolas F isseau included two 
adult negroes and one young child, and old house on stilts (posts in the 
ground) on two-thirds of a piece of land, The house was void of furniture; 
that the negro in the service of Mr. Chenier had the misfortune of drowning 
in the lake, for which the accountant had received the sum of 1,300 
pounds for damages, which included 800 pounds due to the Company, tor 
which discharge is available; the company also kept 125 pounds for the 
return ticket of Fisseau from France and 375 pounds which was given to the 
widow, which she used for herself and her daughters to pay for a lengthy 
ilness endured, The accountant was not present at that time, 


When the young negro boy went to see his mother, who was in the 
service of one named Piosa, he drowned in a well. 


The slave woman left a boy of twelve and three small girls, one of 
six years, one of three and one of eighteen months, 
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it was stated in the contract of marriage between Nicolas Fisseau , 
the deceased, and Marianne La Garenne, that she had brought a dowry 
of 300 pounds, half of which was community property, the other half 
would be hers by right; that the same contract stipulated that 100 
pounds would go to the survivor; that according to custom a widow in 
mourning would be given 100 pounds, something she hoped for, 


The accountant said that he had paid 20 pounds for the funeral 
expenses and 10 pounds for pallbearers; that he had also paid a debt of 
the deceased Fisseau in the amount of 50 pounds. [tf is also noted that 
the house had fallen into ruin and that the accountant had built a new 
nouse, even though his funds were not sufficient, requiring him to 
borrow 157.10 pounds from Mr. Dubreuil, according to the attached 
record, 


Before the division can take place there must be raised: 


For the dowry 150 pounds 
For the survivor 100 pounds 
For the widow's mourning 100 pounds 
For the funeral expenses 20 pounds 
For the pallbearers 10 pounds 
For the payment of the debt 50 pounds 
For the note to Mr. Dubreuil 157.10 pounds 


It is to be noted that the wife of the accountant, during her widow- 
hood, sold to a Mr. LaFontaine twenty-five feet of the property. 


And, since the accountant wishes to avoid all causes of dispute, he 
asks that tne Court put up tor auction-sale all of the effects mentioned 
above to be sold to the highest bidder, in order to raise the 587.10 
pounds, The remainder, over and above, is to be divided as follows: 
one half to the widow Fisseau, wife of the accountant; the other half, 
allot 100 pounds, ordinarily given to a surviving wife and the remainder 
of the surplus to be divided between Francoise Fisseau, wife of 
LaLancette, and Marie Louise Fisseau, minor daughter, under the tute- 
lage of her mother and you will be doing justice. 


It would seem that the first Saturday of June must have been June 1, for on _ 
that day the decision of the Council was rendered. ae 


Between Jean Fayard, called LaLancette, in the name of and as 
being married to Francoise Fisseau, Plaintiff, and Pierre de Lorme in 
the name of and as being married to Marianne La Garenne, widow of 
Nicholas Fisseau, defendant. On the request made by Jean Fayard 
ordained and processed on the date of May 22 last, the said request 
exhibited that, since the death of Nicholas Fisseau, it is known he 
left things in favor of his two daughters, The demand is made after 
having married knowing he had left goods for all to use: a house on 
stakes and posts of earth, with two levels of land, one Negro man, 
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one Negro woman and a Negro child. Marianne LaGarenne, mother of 
the two daughters, had afready sold a third of the fand, and fearing that 
it was at the request of Pierre de Lorme, her husband, with whom she 
contracted a second marriage, it was thought that she was going to divert 
the rest from her children. It is asked that Mr. DeLorme on the first part 
be condemned to wash his hands of the division of the property and 
participation in the inheritance of his wife, so as to get all for his wife 
rather than for his sister~in-law, For this he uses the total including 
expenses and ask that De Lorme render an account leaving everything 
together, The general trial is heard and the Council has ordained and 
does ordain that for equity in the division, the Council orders that 
movables of the succession are to be sold, returns are to be divided, 
after raising what comes to the widow, The lot and house are to be sold 
judicially, fo the profit of the heirs, The succession is to bear the costs. 


SUIT BY JEAN FAYARD DIT LA LANCETTE

No doubt there was very little left from the estate after payment of the debts 
and after the widow's dowry was returned. However, a just distribution was arranged by 
the Council and that is what Jean FAYARD was trying to obtain.

Between his baptismal record in 1724 at Mobile, Alabama (CIC BB 1 p 61) 
and his marriage, c 1749, no credible record has ever been located to trace 
his life as a youth. Records of his adult life on Jourdan River in Hancock 
County, Mississippi, reconstructed from the birth and marriage records of 
his children and civil records dealing with family land holdings, lead me to 
the conclusion that he died in Hancock County, Mississippi before 1784. 

We know that 3 Nicholas Ladner dit Christian made application for and 
was granted ownership to Cat Island by the Spanish regime, and that subse- 
quently he was granted additional land, also by the Spanish authorities, on 
the mainland at what became Old Chimneys Settlement, now in modern day Long 
Beach, Mississippi. The facts on these grants will be cited in the section 
of this publication outlining his life and his descendants. 

However, I have never found any record of a request made. or grant of 
land confirmed to 1. Jean Baptiste Ladner dit Christian or to his brother, 

2. Mathurin Ladner dit Christian. The heirs of Jean Baptiste were granted 
land claims by the United States Government based on the early settlement of 
their ancestor, but the heirs of 2. Mathurin Ladner dit Christian were never 
granted land based on his early settlement. 

Jacques Ladner dit Mathurin, the son of 2. Mathurin Ladner dit Christian, 
was granted land at Biloxi, Mississippi based on his own early settlement, 
and that will be discussed in the section of this publication dealing with 
the lineage of 2. Mathurin Ladner dit Christian, which is my individual line. 
In support of my statement that Jean Baptiste died prior to 1784 in Han- 
cock County, Mississippi, I cite the following document from the National 
Archives at Washington, D. C. 


“SALE OF LAND TO MRS, PIERRE LAFONTAINE BY WIDOW BAPTISTE LADNER 
AND WIDOW CHARLES FAVRE. NEW ORLEANS, LOUISIANA, OCTOBER 7, 1784. 


We, the undersigned Widow Baptiste Ladenairre and Angelica, 
Widow Charlot Favre, have sold three arpens of land from off the 
said Requette, mentioned on the other side, and we do not pretend 
to more than seventeen arpens on the title of the said land sold 
to Mrs. Pierre LaFontaine in presence of witnesses."

As we will see later, Angelica, Widow Charlot Favre, was a daughter of 
Jean Baptiste Ladner and the above named Widow Baptiste was his wife. I would 
also ask that you make a note of this document and remember its place, because 
it will have a second use of significance in the line of Angelica Ladner. 

We will also note in an affidavit later presented, that Jean Baptiste 
Ladner, Jr. had a grant of land, as previously mentioned. Further, that the 
Widow Baptiste Ladner was deceased by 1801, and that she received no grant 
from the United States Government because all of the land in Mississippi, 
south of the Thirty-first parallel, was still under Spanish control in 1801. 

From the reconstruction of the records of the birth of the children of 
1. Jean Baptiste Ladner dit Christian, we find that he was married, c 1749, 
to MARIE LOUISE FISSEAU dit DeLORME. Marie Louise was the legitimate daughter 
of Nicolas Fisseau and Marianne LaGarenne. The history of Nicolas Fisseau and 
Marianne LaGarenne and their family has been thoroughly discussed and repor- 
ted in several articles by Brother Jerome Lepre in connection with the Fayard 
Family articles frequently reported in MCHGS Quarterlies, and I will not re- 
peat them in this publication. 

However, I do believe that a short recitation is required to explain why 
so many people insist that she was a daughter of Pedro DeLorme and Marianne 
LaGarenne, the Widow Fisseau. Nicolas Fisseau died circa 1733 and his Widow, 
Marianne LaGarenne, then remarried Pedro DeLorme, a soldier stationed at New 
Orleans, then the home of Widow Fisseau. At the time of this marriage, her 
daughter, Francoise Fisseau, was married to Jean Baptiste Fayard dit LaLan- 
cette, and her then remaining daughter Marie Louise, a minor at that time, 
was living at home. 

In Brother Lepre's articles regarding this matter, he notes that a law- 
suit was filed on May 21, 1748 by Fayard against DeLorme and sets forth these 
matters. From these facts, we then know that because she was a minor and liv- 


ing in the home of her mother and her new step-father, Pedro DeLorme, it ap- 
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pears that Marie Louise simply took the name of her step-father, without any 
record of formal legal proceedings that I have ever heard of or seen, and 
thereafter was known as Marie Louise DeLorme when she should have been known 
as MARIE LOUISE FISSEAU dit DeLORME. 

I have assigned the date, c 1749, as the approximate date of the mar- 
riage of 1. Jean Baptiste Ladner dit Christian and Marie Louise Fisseau dit 
DeLorme. I have no documented record of this marriage and I do not believe 
that such a record exists. I base this belief on the fact that such a record 
does not exist at CIC, Mobile, Alabama and on the contents of a letter that I 
received from Dr. Charles E. Nolan, Archivist, Archdiocesan Archives, New Or- 
leans, Louisiana, dated June 5, 1981 which states, in part: 


",,....Please note that both our marriage and baptismal records 
have gaps. There are no baptismal records between Dec. 27, 1733 
and Jan. 1, 1744. There is a larger gap in the marriage records. 
With the exception of the 1759-1766 records, we have no marriage 
records from 1730 to 1764. There is another gap in 1775-1776. 
These early registers were apparently among those which were des~ 


troyed in the 1788 fire (cf. A Southern Catholic Heritage, Vol- 
ume 1, pp 33-46)." (emphasis added) 


My second reason for assigning the marriage date of c 1749 is based on 
the birth record of their first child, a daughter, Marie Louise Christian 
Ladner, born September 13, 1750 and baptised October 24, 1750, which names 
her parents as Jean Baptiste Ladner and Marie Louise Fisseau (SLC BB II p 199). 

Of interest to me and certainly an oddity, we will see in later records 
that Jean Baptiste and Marie Louise named their first child, MARIE LOUISE, 
but that they also named two (2) other daughters MARIE LOUISE. It would be 
convenient, and would have been an easy out simply to say that they named a 
second child MARIE LOUISE because the first child so named had died, but this 
oft used explanation is not acceptable as an excuse for lack of research data. 
It would be impossible to so state when two of the MARIE LOUISES survived and 
had descendants. 

1. JEAN BAPTISTE LADNER married MARIE LOUISE FISSEAU 
Children of this marriage were: 
1A. MARIE LOUISE CHRISTIAN LADNER, born September 13, 1750 and baptised Octo= 
ber 24, 1750 (SLC BB II p 199 A 3). I have new information since the 
completion of this entry. See the Epilogue for further descendancy. 
1B. LOUISE BAPTISTE CHRISTIAN LADNER is the second child of this marriage 


and obviously named for both her father and mother. I have no 
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documented date of her birth in my files. It is reported that she was 

baptised at SLC New Orleans, and I have arbitrarily assigned her birth 

date as c 1751 based on subsequent records. 
However, I am positive that she was a daughter of Jean Baptiste and Marie 
Louise and this fact will be set forth in her marriage record as well as the 
baptism of her children. 

Louise Baptiste Christian Ladner was married to JEAN BAPTISTE "MARTIAL" 
NICAISE and their marriage was blessed in 1801. 

Mrs. Alice Forsyth, former Archivist at St. Louis Cathedral at New Or- 
leans, in her book Louisiana Marriages: 1, reported all marriages recorded 
in Marriage Book 2 (1784-1806), and at page 92 the following is found: 


"MARCIAL MIGUEL, son of Juan Bautista Miguel and of Maria Neo, 
married December 9, 1801 (veiled September 3, 1802) LUISA 
BAUTISTA CHRISTIAN, daughter of Bautista Christian and 
Maria Louisa Fiseaux, both deceased. Witnesses: Antonio Barca 


and Carlos Panquinet." 

As previously suggested, Marie Louise Ladner, the Widow Baptiste, is now 
deceased by 1801. 

This is an excellent example of the difficulties encountered in a search 
for old records. Unless a person has spent some years of work in genealogy 
and was familiar with such misspelling of names, the above marriage entry 
would scarcely be recognized as that of a Nicaise and a Ladner. 

JEAN BAPTISTE "MARTIAL" NICAISE, the son of Jean Baptiste Nicaise and 
Marie Catherine Miot, was born at Mobile, Alabama and baptised there April 4, 
1753. His father was from St. Benedict Church Parish, Paris, France, the legi- 
timate son of Jacques Nicaise and Catherine du Veer. The parents of Marie 
Catherine Miot were Andre Miot and Marie Angelique Girard then residents of 
Mobile, Alabama. 
1¢. CONSTANCE CHRISTIAN LADNER, the third child, was born c 1752, baptised at 

New Orleans (SLC BB II (1753-1759 p 88). She was married to VALENTIN 
FREDERIC LAFONTAINE, son of Jean Frederic dit LaFontaine and Marie Isbette La- 
Vallee, on February 20, 1778 (SLC MB 1 (1777-1785) p 21 A 45). Valentin Fred- 
eric LaFontaine was born January 21, 1746 (SLC BB II (1774-1753) p. 59).Jean 
Frederic dit LaFontaine was from Moulins in Bourbonnais, France and Marie 
Isbette LaValle was of Douay, probably Douai in northern France. 


1D. MARIE ANNE CHIRISTIAN LADNER, the fourth child born to Jean Baptiste Lad- 
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ner dit Christian and Marie Louise Fisseau dit DeLorme. She was baptised at 
New Orleans, Louisiana on November 14, 1753 (SLC BB III p 14 A 133). She is 
named as the godmother to her sister, Marie Louise Ladner (the third child 
of this couple to be named Marie Louise) when she was baptised on May 4, 

1771. After this date of May 4, 1771, I have no further creditable informa- 


tion on Marie Anne Christian Ladner. 


1E. ANGELIQUE CHRISTIAN LADNER was born December 22, 1754 and baptised on May 
8, 1755 (SLC BB 3 p 42a A 440). 
Angelique Christian Ladner is known to have been twice married. She 
first married CHARLES "CHARLOT' FAVRE and secondly JEAN BAPTISTE LARDASSE of 
Mobile, Alabama. 


She is the same person named as “Angelica, Widow Charlot Favre" in the 
Bill of Sale of land set forth in full on pages 13 and 14 herein. It is most 
important to remember that she named herself and signed as "Widow Charlot 


"on October 7, 1784, and the importance of this fact will be seen in

the next generation of her children. Her first husband, Charles "Carlos" 
"Charlot" Favre, is deceased in 1784. 


Through confusion many people have identified her second husband, Jean 


Baptiste Lardasse, as possibly being another LADNER and the name simply mis- 
spelled. This is not the case; he is not a LADNER but is a LARDASSE and not 
in anywise related to the Ladner Family. 

Also of possible confusion, this is not the only CHARLES FAVRE that we 
will have to deal with in this Ladner Family History. I will not attempt to 
make a distinction as to the Favres named here, but will simply state who 
they are when necessary. The Favre Family History is nearing completion by Mr. 
Jerry Heitzmann of Bay St. Louis, Mississippi and the details of the FAVRE 


FAMILY are happily left to his excellent work. 


It is also interesting to note in American State Papers, Vol. III, page 
33, entry 30, that John Bte. Lardasse had a claim of land at Bay St. Louis, 
Mississippi dating from 1803. Further, that entry 37 on the same page lists 
Angelica Lardasse with a claim of land at Mobile, Alabama, as being settled 
in 1773, derived from Francis Baudin whose original date of settlement is 
Stated as "beyond memory". _ 
1F. MARTE LOUISE CHRISTIAN LADNER is the next child born of this marriage of 


Jean Baptiste Ladner and Marie Louise Fisseau dit DeLorme, and I am 
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sure that you have noticed, the second daughter named Marie Louise.’ She was 
born January 10, 1765 and baptised April 3, 1765 (SLC BB V p 86b A 4). She 
was married to FRANCOIS NICHOLAS LADNER dit CHRISTIAN, son of 3. Nicholas 
Ladner dit Christian and Marianne Paquet. This is the first listing of an 
intermarriage between members of the Ladner family but I can assure you, it 
won't be the last! They were first cousins. The marriage of cousins during 
the colonial era was by no means uncommon and is to be found frequently in 
the marriage records of that period. 
1G. JEAN BAPTISTE LADNER, JR., the only known son of Jean Baptiste and Marie 
Louise on whom a record is found, was baptised on April 16, 1767 
at Mobile, Alabama (CIC BB 1 p 231). 

His birth assured that the Jean Baptiste Ladner dit Christian line to 
bear the name LADNER would survive, and I must say, he did preserve the line! 
As was the situation with his father, the name of the wife of Jean Baptiste 
Ladner, Jr. was in doubt for many years and some confusion still exists in 
this regard. The early records name her as FRANCOISE FAYARD dit LALANCETTE, 
the daughter of Marie Louise Fayard dit LaLancette and an unknown father. 
Yet, other records say that her father was a "Pedro" or a "Pierre" Fayard dit 
LaLancette. 

In April, 1801, Jean Baptiste Ladner, Jr. prayed for a dispensation so 
that he could marry his wife of then some sixteen years, in the Church. In- 
asmuch as full and complete dispensation records have been published pre- 
viously in MCHGS Quarterlies, I will present only the final request and the 
ultimate dispensation issued in this matter. 


"On April 28, 1801, in the City of New Orleans, regarding the fore- 
going decree of his Excellency, appeared Jean Baptiste Ladner, 
from whom I received the oath which he made by God and the Cross, 
according to which he offered to tell the truth and asked about 
the contents of a previous letter presented by him saying: 


That he is a native and resident of Bay St. Louis in this 
Province. He is the legitimate son of Jean Baptiste Ladner and 
Marie Louise DeLorme; thirty-five years of age, single, but bound 
by word of matrimony, which he has given to Francoise LaLancette. 


She is a native and resident of Deer Island, eight leagues 
from said Bay St. Louis, the daughter of Marie Louise Fayard and 
an unknown father. She has lived with Jean Baptiste Ladner for 
sixteen years in a separate house, as if they were legitimate 
spouses and from which he has had seven (7) children who are living. 


He is bound by a relationship of second with third degree of 
consanguinity equally. He knew weil that in the whole of this time 
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of living with her that there was some relationship of parentage 
but he was not sure of the exact relationship. Only recently on 
a visit by a priest from Mobile, Alabama (some 15 days ago) who 
came to Bay St. Louis, that he petitioned him to find out the 
true relationship, which he did. 


There exists between the two, according to the priest's nar- 
ration, a close relationship, which was described from informa- 
tion received by him from others. On receiving the results of the 
partition from the priest, Jean Baptiste Ladner declares that he 
has not touched his intended bride and that from the time he ob- 
tained the information he determined to come to beg for the dis- 


pensation from his impediment to make valid his natural marriage. 


His intended is a very poor woman, now dishonored by having 
lived so many years in wrongful cohabitation with him and having 
procreated so many children. 


The foregoing are sufficient causes to claim the favor to 
which he aspires, as the only way to repair the harm done and 
prevent further the unhappiness involved. He states that he has 
not given word or promise of marriage to any other woman; that 
his intended presents no other impediment and neither has he made 
a vow of chastity or religion. No one has offered any objection 
to the execution of the marriage. He does this to quiet his con- 
science and to compensate as much as possible for the harm he has 
done. What he has declared, he declares as the truth. He asks to 
be able to do his duty." (emphasis added)

On April 29, 1801, in the City of New Orleans, his Excellency, Sr. 
Luis Penalver y Cardenas, worthy Bishop of the Diocese of Louisiana 
and the Floridas, Archbishop Elect of Guatemela, with his Council, 
has seen the foregoing documents and the declaration of Jean Bap- 
tiste Ladner, which confirms the contents of his Petition, in which 
he asks that he be dispensed from the impediment of second degree 
with third degree of consanguinity, binding him with Francoise La- 
Lancette. In order that he contract a licit and valid marriage with 
her and considering the reasons, which he explains well, along with 
the concumstances, the Bishop says that in kindness to those named, 
he dispenses them from the cited impediment under the precise con- 
ditions in which the children are declared legitimate, based on the 
Petitioner's own words. The Bishop orders both of the contracting 
parties to make a general confession and fast for three days before 
celebrating their marriage. After the marriage, they are to pray 
the Rosary to Our Lady for two months every day, in the company of 
their children. That having been done, and after the celebration of 
the marriage they are to live separately for awhile to practice 
mutual abstinence from the matrimonial right as penance. The en- 
joined penences and practices will have to be reported to the Pastor 
of the Chapel in the area and both are to agree to perform them. 
These must procede celebration of the marriage. After having per- 
formed these acts, the dispensation will take effect and they will 
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celebrate their marriage with a nuptial blessing, after having 
published the banns and the dispensation which is provided by 
his Excellency, who orders and signs it. To which I attest in 
faith." (emphasis added) 


The Bishop of Louisiana Before me, 
Isidro Quintero, Scribe 


Having received the necessary dispensation to be married in the Church, 
Jean Baptiste and Francoise then had the marriage ceremony blessed at New 


Orleans, Louisiana, as follows: 


"On May 2, 1801, I, Father Antonio de Sedella, Capuchin Religious, 
Pastor of the Santuary Chapel of the Cathedral of the City of 

New Orleans, having fulfilled the ordinary formalities, dispensed 
from the three canonical banns, and from the impediment of second 
with third degree of consanguinity by the Diocesan authority, with- 
out resulting in any other impediment, joined and veiled accord- 
ing to the rite of Holy Mother the Church, JEAN BAPTISTE LADNER, 
native and resident of Bay St. Louis, a district of this Province, 
the legitimate son of Jean Baptiste Ladner and Marie Louise DeLorme, 
with FRANCOISE CARCOUX, native and resident of Deer Island, of the 
same Province, the legitimate daughter of Francois Carcoux and 
Marie Louise LaLancette. The contracting have given their mutual 
consent by word of mouth, and, in the same act legitimized their 
seven children: GILBERT, BASILIA, GENOVIEVE, NAZILLE, CARLOS, JEAN 


BAPTISTE and JULIAN. 


The contracting were examined in Christian Doctrine, confessed and 
received communion in the presence of Carlos Panquinette, Jean 
Baptiste Chalan and Jose Valasquez. For this I sign.” 


\ (SLC MB 2 (1784-1806) p 136) /s/ Father Antonio de Sedella 

\ Marie Louise LaLancette was the daughter of Jean Baptiste Fayard dit La- 
Lancette and Francoise Fisseau (sister of Marie Louise Fisseau dit DeLorme) 
as reported by Brother Jerome Lepre in the Fayard Family articles. She was 
born at Natchitoches Post, La. in 1746 and baptised there September 9, 1746. 

Francois Carcoux, named by Marie Louise LaLancette as the father of her 
daughter, Francoise Carcoux, remains unidentified at this time and perhaps wi 
will never know his true identity. 

However, there still abounds among many people in family histories and 
folklore, the story that Marie Louise Fayard dit LaLancette was not a Fayar 
not a LaLancette, but a Boudreau. The confusion and source of this family fo 
lore is her marriage, in 1801. This record is as follows: 


"JUAN BAUTISTA BOUDREAUX, native of this parish, son of Juan 
Boudreaux and of Catherine Vinsnot, married February 10, 
1801, MARIA LUISA LALANCETTE, native of this City, daughter 
of Juan LaLancette and of Francisca Fissot." 
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This record is found at SLC New Orleans in MB 2 (1784-1806) p 134. The 
Juan Baptiste Baudreau named as the groom is the grandson of Jean Baptiste 
Baudreau dit Graveline. ; 

To further compound this matter and add more fuel to the family folk- 
lore, when Genevieve Ladner, a daughter of Jean Baptiste Ladner and Fran- 
coise Carcoux, was married at New Orleans in 1807, she named her mother 
Francoise (Frances) Carcoux Ladner as the daughter of Marie Louise Baudreau. 

Technically she was correct because in 1807, her Grandmother, Marie 
Louise Fayard dit LaLancette, was then married to Jean Baptiste Baudreau. 
However, Francoise Carcoux, the wife of Jean Baptiste Ladner, was not a 
Baudreau. Frequently little tales like this persist and after being told and 
retold from generation to generation, they become the “real truth" and there- 
fore an unshakeable part of the family history. 

However, despite the early statements as to the father of Francoise made 
by witnesses at the time of the request of Jean Baptiste to marry Francoise, 
and in the baptismal records of their children prior to the marriage, when 
the chips were really down and standing before the altar with the couple to 
be married, Marie Louise Fayard dit LaLancette named the father of Francoise 
as being Francois Carcoux (Careco). It is my opinion that this time she really 
told the truth despite the fact that perhaps we will never know the back- 
ground or lineage of this Francois Carcoux (Carco). 

I now feel comfortable in stating that JEAN BAPTISTE LADNER, JR. married 


FRANCOISE CARCOUX (CARCO), the daughter of Francois Carcoux and Marie Louise 


Fayard dit LaLancette. Inasmuch as this Jean Baptiste Ladner, Jr. is the sire 
of all persons bearing the name LADNER in this particular line, I am setting 
forth more records on him than any of the other children of 1. Jean Baptiste 
Ladner and Marie Louise Fisseau dit DeLorme. 

Of importance in this regard, and to further add to the background and 
history of the area and the people therein, the following Deposition of well 
known old inhabitants of Hancock County, Mississippi was taken in 1852. 


"STATE OF MISSISSIPPI 
HANCOCK COUNTY 
AUGUST 10, 1852 


Before me, the undersigned, a Justice of the Peace of said 
County, came John B. Toulme, Elihu Carver, Sr., Dimitry Canna, 
Francois Ladner, Bernard Bourgeois and James Johnston, who on 
their oaths do say, that for more than thirty-five years they 
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have been residing on the sea coast within the State of Mississippi 
and have been well acquainted with all the oldest inhabitants of 
that part of the county, with their families and connexions; that 
among others they have been well acquainted with three (3) men who 
bore the name of Jean Baptiste Ladner, who lived and resided at the 
same time in the County of Hancock, before its division and forma- 
tion of the County of Harrison. 


To-wit: John Baptiste Ladner, usually known by the name of Chris- 
tian, who died about seven or eight years ago, aged about 80 years, 
to whom a land claim, located on Jourdan River was confirmed; (2) 
John Baptiste Ladner, oldest son of said Christian, now living, 
aged about fifty-five or sixty, known by the name of John Ladner, 
to whom a land claim located on the Bay of St. Louis was confirmed; 
and (3) John Baptiste Ladner, known by that name, a cousin of said 
Christian, who died about 5 or 6 years ago, aged about seventy-five 
years, to whom a land claim, located on the Bay of Biloxi, was con- 
firmed. : 

These affirmed on their oaths further say that they were all indi- 
vidually acquainted with the said John Baptiste Ladner, alias Chr- 
istian, for many years before his death, which happened about seven 
or eight years ago, within the County of Hancock; that they are still 
well acquainted with John Baptiste Ladner, alias John Ladner, who 
resides at this time on the sea coast, within the County of Harri- 
son, at a place known as Old Chimney; and that they are also well 
acquainted for many years before his death with John Baptiste Lad- 
ner, known by that name, who resided and died at Biloxi, within the 


County of Harrison. 


And these affirm on their oaths further say, that to the best of 
their knowledge and belief, that only a single land claim was ever 
confirmed to either of the above described John Baptiste Ladners, 
and that they never learned or heard that either of them ever cla- 
imed any other land claim, as having been confirmed to them than 
those above mentioned as confirmed to each of them respectively. 


SWORN to and subscribed before me this 30th day of August, A. D., 


1852.

All of the above Affiants signed their names to the Affidavit with the 
exception of Elihu Carver, Sr. who, because of his advanced age and poor eye- 
sight, signed with an "Xx". 

The above document was received by me from my cousin, Mrs. Edress Mur- 
ray of Mobile, Alabama some years ago. To the best of my recollection, it 
was included in other papers from the National Archives in Washington, D.C. 


relating to land claims on the Mississippi Gulf Coast. 
It is interesting to note that the identification of these three (3) per- 


sons, all named Jean Baptiste Ladner, and the land grants that they received 


is very accurate. To further identify them, they were: 
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1. Jean Baptiste Ladner, alias Christian, is my 1G. Jean Baptiste 
Ladner, Jr., son of Jean Baptiste Ladner dit Christian and Marie 
Louise Fisseau dit DeLorme, and the husband of Francoise Carco. 
We also know from this Affidavit that he died c 1844 in Hancock 
County, Mississippi 


2. John Baptiste Ladner, alias John Ladner, is the son of 1G. Jean 
Baptiste Ladner, Jr. and Francoise Carco. He did indeed live and 
die at the Old Chimneys Settlement in now Long Beach, Miss. He 
is still alive at the time of this Affidavit made in 1852. 


3. Jean Baptiste Ladner of the Bay of Biloxi is the son of my 3. 
Nicholas Ladner dit Christian and Marianne Paquet and was awarded 
a land grant by the U. S. Government on the Back Bay of Biloxi 
and just within the westernmost limits of present day Jackson 
County, Mississippi. From this Affidavit, we also know that he 
died there c 1846. 


Tf you also believe that the persons named Jean Baptiste Ladner in this 
Affidavit made a Ladner lineage difficult, then consider these facts. During 
the period of 1800 - 1830, there were actually six (6) persons on the Coast 
named Jean Baptiste Ladner! In addition to the above persons, there were: 


4. Jean Baptiste Ladner, son of Jacques Ladner dit Mathurin and 
Marie Jeanne Carco, and the husband of Marie Josephe Morin. 
This is my direct line of descent. 


5. Jean Baptiste Ladner, Jr., son of Jean Baptiste Ladner and 
Marie Josephe Morin. 


6. Jean Baptiste Ladner, son of Dominique Ladner and Genevieve 
Magdeleine Christian Ladner. 


and within a few years after 1830 there were more descendants named Jean Bap- 


tiste Ladner that will be included in this publication! 


1H. MARIE LOUISE CHRISTIAN LADNER is the third daughter of Jean Baptiste Lad- 
ner dit Christian and Marie Louise Fisseau dit DeLorme named MARIE 


LOUISE LADNER! I must admit, this unusual case of three (3) daugh- 
ters within the same family with the same identical name did give 
me some difficulty until I finally obtained documentation as to 
each of their true identity. Perhaps they, within the family, were 
separated by the use of nicknames, but I have never located any 
document to substantiate this supposition and they were all carried 
in the records as MARIE LOUISE LADNER! 
It was only by chance that the record of the baptism of this MARIE LOUISE 
LADNER came to light. Jerry Heitzmann was interviewing a descendant of another 


family and discussing with them old church records, when lo and behold, she 
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brought forth an old certification dated April 27, 1836 of the original bap- 

tism record of this very Marie Louise Ladner. This certified copy of the ori- 
ginal record stated that Marie Louise Ladner was born June 18, 1770 the legi-~ 
timate daughter of Jean Baptiste Ladner dit Christian and Marie Louise Fisseau 


dit DeLorme and baptised May 4, 1771 (SLC BB VI’ p 108b A 4). 
Marie Louise Ladner married FRANCOIS "VALENTIN" BOURGEOUS. The following 


document of their request for a dispensation to be married appears in The 


Louisiana Genealogical Register, Vol. XVIII, No. 3, September 1971: 
“BOURGEOIS, FRANCISCO and MARIE LOUISE LADENAIRE, calendered under 
August 1803 indexed as 7 October date of proceedings not given, 
but follows one of July 18. THIRD DEGREE. 


BOURGEOIS, aged about 20, is son of Francisco Bourgeois and Mar- 
iane Faillard, daughter of Pedro Faillard and Francisca Fissau. 

MARIE LOUISE is daughter of Jn. Bte. Ladenaire and Marie Louise 

Fissau. 


BOURGEOIS' grandmother and MARIE LOUISE's mother are daughters of 
Pedro Fissau and Francisca DeLorme. The couple is poor, and at Bay 
St. Louis had three children, BERNARDO aged 4, and twins, FRANCISCO 
and MAXIMILIAN aged one year, all baptised by the Pastor at Mobile. 
They desire to be married by the same party. Etienne Peroche signs 
for Bourgeois. 


Witnesses: Carlos Panquinet age 32 signs; Juan Pedro Panquinet age 36. 
GRANTED, and the Pastor of the Cathedral to be notified." 
The record of their subsequent marriage at New Orleans, La. appears in 


SLC MB 2 (1784-1806) p 154 A 640 as follows: 


"On the thirty-first day of August of this year eighteen hundred 
and three, I, Fr. Antonio de Sedella, Religious Capuchin and 
Cure of this Holy Cathedral Church of the City of New Orleans, 
having fulfilled the ordinary formalities and the publication 
of three canonical banns on three Feast days, with no impediment 
resulting, obtained a dispensation of a degree of consanguinity 
from the Senor Vicar General and Superior of this Diocese, joined 
and veiled according to the rights of the Holy Mother Church, 
FRANCISCO BOURGEOIS, a native of this City, legitimate son of 
Francisco Bourgeois and of Mariana Lalanzet, with MARIA LOUISA 
LADNER, a native and resident of this City, and presently liv- 
ing at Bay St. Louis, legitimate daughter of Juan Bautista Lad- 
ner and of Maria Luisa Fiseau, and by this contract of marriage, 
recognize these three named children, BERNARDO VALENTINE, FRAN- 
CISCO secondly, and MAXIMILIANO, the third one, and the parents 
have given their mutual consent by word of mouth in the presence 
of witnesses being Antonio Barcos, Carlos Panquinet and Valen- 
tine Lafontaine, and in faith I have signed the above. 


/s/ Fr. Antonio de Sedella" 
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We have now completed all of the known surviving children of the second 
generation of 1. Jean Baptiste Ladner dit Christian and Marie Louise Fisseau 
dit DeLorme. To summarize, they are: 


1A, MARIE LOUISE CHRISTIAN LADNER. New information available - see Epilogue. 
1B. LOUISE BAPTISTE CHRISTIAN LADNER married JEAN BAPTISTE "MARTIAL" NICAISE, 


1C. CONSTANCE CHRISTIAN LADNER married VALENTIN FREDERIC LAFONTAINE, 
1D. MARIE ANNE CHRISTIAN LADNER. No further data available on this person. 
1E. ANGELIQUE CHRISTIAN LADNER. Ist married CHARLES “CHARLOT" FAVRE. 

2nd married JEAN BAPTISTE LARDASSE. 


1F. MARIE LOUISE CHRISTIAN LADNER married FRANCOIS NICHOLAS LADNER dit. 
CHRISTIAN. 


1G. JEAN BAPTISTE LADNER, JR. dit CHRISTIAN married FRANCOISE CARCO. 

1H. MARIE LOUISE CHRISTIAN LADNER married FRANCISCO "VALENTIN" BOURGEOIS. 
We can now proceeed into the descendants of this second generation for 

our third generation descendants of 1. Jean Baptiste Ladner dit Christian 


and Marie Louise Fisseau dit DeLorme.

1BA. LOULSE NICAISE, born c 1785 was baptised at New Orleans (SLC BB 1 p 352). 

She was first married to LOUIS "PIERRE" FAYARD, JR., baptised at New 
Orleans (SLC BB 1 p 291)son of Louis Fayard and Marthe Gargare of Biloxi, 
Miss. Louis Fayard, Sr. was the son of Jean Baptiste Fayard and Francoise Fis— 
seau, and Marthe Gargare was the daughter of Miguel Gargare and Martha Paquet. 

From the records of HANCO Circuit Court at Bay St. Louis, Miss., it ap- 

pears that Louise Nicaise was married a second time, after the death of Louis 
"Pierre" Fayard, Jr. In Case #19 it is stated that she was married twice, and 
is now deceased, leaving five (5) children. Further, in HANCO Deed Book "B", 
p 113 and p 208, it states that she was married to a MALLET and from this mar- 
riage there were two (2) children, LUCIEN MALLET and JOHN MALLET. The records 
at ANNC at Kiln, Mississippi have a record of these two (2) children. The 
details on the three (3) children of Louise Nicaise and Louis "Pierre" Fayard, 


Jr. and the two (2) children of Louise Nicaise and Mallet will be detailed in 


the next generation 


1BB. JUDITH NICAISE was baptised at age two and a half on November 1, 1789 
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(SLC BB II p 86a A 584) and married Nov. 25, 1805 (CIC MB 1 p 102b A 48) to 
PIERRE MORIN, born Nov. 17, 1784 and baptised Nov. 20, 1785 (SLC BB 1 p 397 
A 1227) son of Joseph Morin and Marie Louise Christian Ladner, daughter of 
3. Nicholas Ladner dit Christian and Marianne Paquet. 
1BC. MARIE NICAISE, born c 1789 married FRANCOIS LADNER, JR., born 1791, bap- 
tised Nov. 15, 1791 (SLC BB 2 (1786-1796) p 170) son of Francois 
Nicholas Ladner dit Christian and 1F. Marie Louise Ladner. 
1BD. CLAUDE NICAISE, born Jan. 3, 1791, baptised Feb. 17, 1791 (SLC BB 2 
(1786-1796) p 184 A 942). HANCO lawsuit PORTER v. NIXON did not 
list him and I presume that he died before reaching maturity. 
1BE. URSULE NICAISE, born c 1794 married c 1818 JEAN PLERRE FRANCOIS MARIE 
"CHEVALIER" DEDEAUX, native of Castel Sarazin en la Garonne, Pro- 
vince of Languedoc, France (Bernard Clement Dedeaux and Marianne 
Alexandre Soule dela Fon). He first married Magdeleine Saucier 
(Philippe Saucier-Marie Louise Nicaise) (Saucier Family History). 
1BF. JUSTINE NICAISE born Jan. 10 1797 baptised Feb. 19, 1798 (SLC BB 3 
(1796-1802) p 57 A 357) married July 4, 1813 ELIHU CARVER. CSA Rec. 
#55-120-74395, War 1812 Land Bounty Records, Washington, D.C. and 
old "Carver Bible" entry of 1856 states "Justine married Elihu on 
July 4, 1813; and also "Justine died March 1, 1849", 
A daughter MARIA THERESA NICAISE, baptised at 5 months old, June 11, 1799 
(SLC BB 3 (1796-1802) p 92b A 608) not mentioned in HANCO lawsuit PORTER v. 
NIXON and I presume she died as a child and not further identified here. 
1BG. ISABEL NICAISE born c 1801 baptised April 21, 1801 (SLC) married April 
15, 1818 PIERRE SAUCIER, born Aug. 30, 1798, baptised at SLC (Phil- 
ippe Pierre Saucier-Ursule Grelot) (Saucier Family History). Ursule 
Grelot was the daughter of Barthelemy Grelot & Marie Jeanne Nicais 
(Jean Baptiste Nicaise & Marie Catherine Miot), 
1BH. JEAN BAPTISTE NICAISE, JR. born December 31, 1802, baptised August 10, 
1803 (SLC BB 4 p 31 A 257). HANCO lawsuit PORTER v. NIXON stated 
that he was never married and never had children. No further data. 
1BI. CHARLES NICAISE, born March 3, 1805, baptised Nov. 7, 1805 (SLC BB 4 p 
115 A 683). First married JOSEPHINE GARNIER; second married EUPHRO 
SINE "ZINE" FAVRE (1EB. Charles "Charlot" Favre, Jr.~Louise Mimi); 
and was married a third and last time to 1GA3. CECILE LADNER, dau- 


ghter of 1GA. Gilbert Ladner and Louise Desiree "Pouponne" Morin. 
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1pJ. ARSENETTE “ARSENE” NICAISE born May 30, 1807 was baptised November 26, 
1808 (SLC BB V p 51 A 695). She was first married to MICHEL LUC de 
GUERRE and second married to PIERRE SORBET. The information on her, 
these two husbands and children will appear in the next generation. 

At this point in this publication, I will now digress and state my rea- 
sons for not having listed JOSEPHINE NICAISE as a child of Jean Baptiste 
"Martial" Nicaise and Louise Baptiste Christian Ladner. I am fully aware that 
Josephine Nicaise is listed as their daughter in the Saucier Family History 
wherein it is stated 2BD2 Philippe Saucier, son of Philippe Pierre Saucier 
and Ursule Grelot, married c 1818 Josephine Nicaise. In their Addenda, the 
compilers also trace the Nicaise line and state that this Josephine Nicaise 
was the daughter of J. B. "Martial" Nicaise and Louise Baptiste Ladner dit 
Christian. 

While this information has been accepted for many years as being correct, 
recently questions were raised as to the authenticity of this assumption as 
to the relationship of this Josephine Nicaise and whether she was indeed the 
daughter of J. B. "Martial Nicaise. Inasmuch as the descendants of Philippe 
Saucier and Josephine Nicaise number in the thousands still residing in this 
area, involving the families of Ephrem Patton, Charles & Alexis Turin, Philip 
Saucier & Susannah Thomas, Henry Saucier & Eupheme Saucier and Oliver P. Ed- 
wards, this was a very valid and important question. 

I knew that the Saucier Family History was developed and compiled by a 
group of Saucier descendants. The portion dealing with the Gulf Coast Branch 
was assembled by Mr. Jack Belsom of New Orleans, Louisiana, Mrs. Blanche Sau- 
cier and her husband, the late Dr. E. N. Saucier, of Saucier, Mississippi and 
Dr. Walter Saucier now of Raleigh, North Carolina. The principal work of re- 
search being done by Mr. Belsom and the late Dr. E. N. Saucier and his wife, 
with the final compilation performed by Dr. Walter Saucier. . 

Mr. Jerry Heitzmann located a HANCO civil lawsuit styled PORTER v. NIXON 
together with other HANCO Deed records that established as a fact that only 
one (1) Josephine Nicaise existed during this particular period of time and 
that she was a daughter of JOSEPH NICAISE, brother of Jean Baptiste "Mar- 
tial" Nicaise, and not the daughter of J. B. "Martial" Nicaise. I also re- 
searched this lawsuit and found that it had been appealed twice to the High 


Court of Errors and Appeals of Mississippi, now our Supreme Court, where the 
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matter was finally settled, and further, that the information appeared valid. 
I then wrote Mr. Belsom, offered him this information and also requested his 
opinion in this matter. We exchanged two letters, and being the fine gentle- 
man that he is, his replies were frank, informative and prompt. His answer 
of September 5, 1985, in part, 


"However, in the back pages of that compilation (Saucier Family His- 
tory) there are brief workups on a number of families related to 
the Sauciers and Nicaise is numbered among them. I note there that 
we felt that indeed both Joseph and J. B. Martial Nicaise had dau- 
ghters named Josephine and that the one married to Philip Saucier 
was the daughter of J. B. Martial and Louise Christian Ladner" 


"Perhaps the rationale for this listing is found among the records 
I located at the St. Louis Cathedral, New Orleans. Marriage Book 
III (1806-1821) pg. 190, No. 652 gives the marriage of Joseph La- 
bat, native of Mobile, son of Joseph Labat and of Maria Theresa 
Kreps to JOSEPHINE NICAISE, daughter of Joseph Nicaise and Juana 
Dufi (which must be Dufilly)." 


"By process of elimination, therefore, if that Josephine is the 
one who married Labat, the other Josephine (who would be the 
daughter of J. B. Martial and Ladner) would have been the wife 
of Philip Saucier." 


"Our Saucier compilation we give the approximate date of marriage 
of Philip Saucier and Josephine Nicaise as 1818, but show no 
citation since we probably found none. That date is possibly de~ 
duced from the date of birth of children picked up later in the 
census or some other document." 


In his second letter to me, when I had raised other questions as to a 
possible death of Joseph Labat and a total absence of any children from that 


marriage and my reluctance to question their excellent research, he replied 
on September 15, 1985, in part, 


"...-.(Saucier Family History) was meant to be only a first pass at 
assembling the material provided by a lot of people and we hoped 
that others would do exactly what you are doing -- working up in- 
formation on the various lines and questioning the information 


that is there." 


"However, I fear that I really can't be of much more help although 
I agree that you are heading in the right direction by trying to 
find a baptism/birth certificate on one of Philip Saucier/Jos-— 
ephine Nicaise's children to see if the mother's parents might be 
listed." 


"Unfortunately, I was not the contributor who supplied the dates 
of birth on 2BD22 (Cecile, born 17 September 1820) or on 2BD26 
(Philip, born 15 August 1829). While I can't be certain at this 
late date, I think that most of that information came from Earl 
Noland and Blanche Saucier and I would suggest that you contact 
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Blanche in Saucier, Mississippi to see if her notes will give you. 
what you seek." 


In rechecking further references, I found the marriage of Joseph Labat, Jr. 
and Josephine Nicaise took place on March 23, 1817. I then contacted Mrs. 
Blanche Saucier, by telephone, and discussed at length all of the above and 
the suggestion of Mr. Belsom that I contact her. Mrs. Saucier is a charming 
person; she and her late husband had assisted me in 1953 with information 
relative to my family connection with the Saucier family. My great, great 
grandfather, Jean Cassibry, had married Basalice Saucier, daughter of Phil- 
ippe Saucier and Marie Louise Nicaise, daughter of Jean Baptiste Nicaise and 
Marie Catherine Miot, and a sister to Joseph and J. B. "Martial" Nicaise. 

Mrs. Saucier was quite frank in saying that she had never seen the sev- 
eral civil records that Jerry Heitzmann and I had unearthed. She also did not 
have any birth/baptism records that listed the parents of Josephine Nicaise, 
and further she verified the fact that Josephine Nicaise's parents had been 
determined - as had been stated by Mr. Belsom - by the process of elimination. 
She, as we, had no further records on Joseph Labat, Jr. and Josephine Nicaise 
and agreed that it was certainly possible that Labat, Jr. could have died with- 
out heirs and that his widow, Josephine Nicaise, had then remarried Philip 
Saucier. 

I could have stopped right there and stated that Josephine Nicaise was 
the daughter of Joseph Nicaise and not J. B. "Martial" Nicaise; that she 
first married Labat, Jr.; that he had died prior to 1818 and Josephine subse- 
quently remarried Philip Saucier and that all the children listed in the 1820 
and following census records were those of Josephine and Philip Saucier. Of 
course, this also would have been supposition with no proof at all. 

However, I did continue to research this matter. In HARCO Deed Book I, 

I found a Power of Attorney executed by John Charles Edward Possehl and his 
wife, Josephine Possehl, formerly Josephine Labat. This Power of Attorney was 
signed and executed on April 27, 1840; attested and.sealed by Eugene Dubuis-— 
son, Justice of the Peace, and dated and filed of record on August 27, 1841 
and admitted and recorded in the Office of the Chancery Clerk of Harrison 
County, Mississippi on December 9, 1841. 

Attached to this Power of Attorney is a contract between Possehl, his 
wife, and Carpenter engaging Carpenter to represent them and agreeing to pay 


‘to Samuel Carpenter one-half of all that he recovered for "Possehl and wife 
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(who) have a right and title to certain property, real, personal and mixed, 
which have descended to them from the ancestors of the said Josephine Pos~ 
sehl.....". , 

The aforesaid Power of Attorney stated as its purpose "to represent them 
in all matters dealing with the property rights and credits, of and belonging 
to the Estate of Joseph Labat, deceased, to Marie Theresa Kribbs, the widow 
Labat, also to John Baptiste Labat, also deceased, who are legatees under the 


Devise and Last Will and Testament of Donna Julia de la Brosse, the widow As- 


From the above information, we can certainly conclude that Joseph Labat, 
Sr. is deceased by 1840. We can also assume that Joseph Labat, Jr,, husband 
of Josephine Nicaise, is also deceased by 1840, but the key question now is 
just exactly when he died. This is essential because we also know that Jose- 
phine Nicaise married Philip Saucier and they have eight children by 1841 
ranging in age from Cecile Saucier, born September 17, 1820, to Josep Saucier, 
born c 1841. 

In correspondence with SLC at New Orleans, La. and CIC at Mobile, Ala- 
bama, both replied that they had no record of the birth of a Josephine Labat, 
no record of a marriage of Philip Saucier and Josephine Nicaise, the Widow 
Labat, and no record of a marriage of a Josephine Labat and John Charles Ed- 
ward Possehl. In rechecking with Mrs. Blanche Saucier, she confirmed that 
they also had no marriage record for Josephine Nicaise and Philip Saucier 
and had estimated their date of marriage from the 1820 HANCO census as being 
c 1818 because they had a child, Cecile, born 1820. 

Further, the Saucier Family History also lists an unknown child in the 
household born before 1820. This is confirmed by the 1820 HANCO census that 
lists two females under 10 years old in the household of Philip Saucier, Jr. 
We know Cecile was born in September 1820. Thus the other child would have 
to have been born before 1820 and therefore the marriage date c 1818. 

The vital clue lacking to confirm the fact that the Josephine Nicaise, 
daughter of Joseph Nicaise and Jeanne Dufilly, who married Joseph Labat, Jr. 
and, after his death, then remarried Philip Saucier was the date of death of 
Joseph Labat, Jr. This would also confirm that the Josephine Labat, wife of 
John Charles Edward Possehl, was a child born ec 1818 to Joseph Labat, Jr. 
and Josephine Nicaise and the "unknown child" listed in the Philip Saucier, 


Jr. household in the HANCO 1820 census records. 
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Right? No, that still would leave the questions - Who is John Charles Edward 
Possehl? Does his age fit correctly as a marriage to Josephine Labat? Is 
there a record as to the age of Josephine Labat that would refute the sup- 
position that she was Josephine Nicaise, the Widow Labat, who married John 
Charles Edward Possehl, and a second Josephine Nicaise who married Philip 
Saucier, Jr.? 

Of course the first record of a John Charles Edward Possehl was the afore- 
mentioned Power of Attorney and Contract signed in 1840. In the 1840 HANCO 
census, he is listed as 20 to 30 years old, living at Biloxi with a wife 20 
to 30 years old and another male inhabitant 15 to 20 years old, whose iden- 
tity I do not know. 

This record now eliminates the possibility that his wife was Josephine 
Nicaise, the Widow Labat. It also fits a compatible age group for marriage, 
as well as an approximate age for Josephine Labat to have been born c 1819. 
This also answers the question of the "unknown child" of Philip Saucier and 
Josephine Nicaise in the 1820 HANCO census and the Saucier Family History. 

In the HARCO civil records of Naturalizations there is an entry that 
reads "John Charles Edward Possehl, a native of Austria, was naturalized as 
an American citizen on April 2, 1845". 

In the HARCO Probate Court records, the divorce action styled BELLMAN V. 
BELLMAN, John Charles Edward Possehl gave a Deposition stating that in 1855 
he was then living in Ocean Springs in Jackson County, Mississippi. 

In the HARCO civil marriage records, MB 3 p 91, he is listed as having 
married on June 15, 1856 to a Mary Sue Smith. I can only assume that Jose- 
phine Labat was deceased before June 1856, and I have found no further record 
of her. 

In the 1860 HARCO census, John Charles Edward Possehl again appears, age 
41, living at Biloxi, married to Mary, age 20, with a daughter Elizabeth Pos- 
sehl, age 20 (born 1840) and a son John, age 1 year. We know that he and Jose- 
phine Labat were man and wife in 1840 and this is additional evidence that 
she is now deceased and their child is now living with her father and step 
mother. This is all of the information that I was able to dig up on short 
notice regarding John Charles Edward Poessehl and satisfied that part of my 


research and established some very essential matters. 
We are now left with two questions to answer. Was there but one Josephine 


Nicaise and was she a daughter of Joseph Nicaise and Jeanne Dufilly? If there 
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was but 1 Josephine Nicaise and was she first married to Joseph Labat, Jr. and 
second married c 1819 to Philip Saucier, Jr., and did Joseph Labat, Jr. die 
prior to 1819 and if so when? 

As before stated in the lawsuit in HANCO styled PORTER v. NIXON, the 
matter being litigated was that of a sale of a parcel of land contained 
within the original land claim of Joseph Nicaise and his brother, Jean Bap- 
tiste "Martial" Nicaise on the Bay of St. Louis. One of the main points in 
this lawsuit concerned the children of both of these brothers. 

In the record made in this case, sworn testimony was given by James 
Johnson and Julius Caesar (J.C.) Monet, both long time residents of the 
Gulf Coast. Johnson was, at one time, a Justice of the Peace as well as Clerk 
of Courts in HANCO, and Monet was an early surveyor and later a practicing 
attorney in the Courts and a confidante to the old families in the area. 

As a matter of fact, he was the attorney of record for the family of Phil- 
ippe Saucier and Marie Louise Nicaise and knew both families on an intimate 
basis. Marie Louise Nicaise being the sister of both Joseph and Jean Bap- 
tiste “Martial” Nicaise. I would therefore believe the testimony of both 
Johnson and Monet could be accepted as true and accurate. 

The transcript of the testimony given as to the children of the brothers 
was prepared by William M. Hancock, Presiding Judge of the Circuit Court of 
HANCO and is dated December 10, 1858, stating in part: 


" ....James Johnson, a witness for the Defendants, stated upon 
his oath that he knew Charles Nicaise, knew Joseph and Mar- 
tial Nicaise, they were both dead. Knows Charles Nicaise. 

Joseph Nicaise had the following children: 


John Baptiste Nicaise, now dead leaving 13 children. 

Charles Nicaise, dead leaving 5 children. 

Mary Nicaise, dead leaving 9 or 10 children, intermarried with 
Eugene Dubuisson. 


Josephine Nicaise, living, intermarried with Philip Saucier (emph. added) 


Louise Nicaise, now dead, having 5 or 6 children, intermarried 
with Sylvan Dubuisson. ; 


Martial Nicaise had the following children: 


Ursule Nicaise, now dead, leaving 3 children, intermarried with 
Chevalier Dedeaux. 

Judith Nicaise, living, intermarried with Peter Morin,dead. 

Louise Nicaise, deceased, leaving 5 children, twice married. 

Justine Nicaise, dead, leaving 8 children, intermarried with 
Elihu Carver (Sr.). (emphasis added) 

Mary Nicaise, living, intermarried with Francis Ladner, decd. 
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John Baptiste Nicaise who died without issue, never married. 
Isabella Nicaise, now dead, leaving 8 or 10 children, inter- 
married with Pierre Saucier, now living. 
Arsene Nicaise, now living, who intermarried with Michel Luke 
who is now dead. 
Charles Nicaise, Jr., now dead, leaving 5 children." 


Te iucecen J. C. Monet, a witness for the Defendants upon his oath 
stated that he never knew Joseph and Martial Nicaise to whom 
is confirmed the land in controversy, but was acquainted with 
the heirs of said Joseph and Martial Nicaise who are herein 


before set forth....." 


There are a few comments as to this above testimony that I must make in 
regard to the children of these two brothers. Neither witness named CLAUDE a 
NICAISE or MARIE THERESA NICAISE as children of J. B. "Martial" Nicaise, and

I then assume that they were deceased at the time and left no living heirs. 


ac 


Both witnesses stated that both brothers had sons named CHARLES and that 
both of them were deceased, yet both witnesses stated that they knew CHARLES 


NICAISE. Both were accurate in these statements. They had personally known 
him during his lifetime and was deceased by c 1852. It was this CHARLES NI- 
CAISE who, in 1816, sold by his own Deed a parcel of the original claim of 
Joseph & J. B. "Martial" Nicaise and without any authority of any kind. This 
unlawful sale was the crux of the lawsuit styled PORTER v. NIXON. We also 
know that this CHARLES NICAISE was the son of Joseph Nicaise, because CHARLES 
NICAISE, son of J.B. "Martial" Nicaise, born 1805, was only eleven years old 
in 1816 and therefore could not have signed a Deed of Sale for this land. 
Both witnesses stated that JOSEPHINE NICAISE was living in 1858 and was 
then married to PHILIP SAUCIER. Both witnesses testified that she was the dau- 
ghter of JOSEPH NICAISE, and neither testified that J.B. "Martial" Nicaise 
had a daughter named Josephine Nicaise. 
They also testified that JEAN BAPTISTE NICAISE, son of Martial Nicaise, 
had never married and died without issue. We then know that he was deceased 
before 1858 and this is of importance in the fourth and fifth generations of 
NICAISE descendants which follows later in this article. I have never seen 
any document, church or civil, that disputes the testimony given by these 
witnesses in regard to this particular Jean Baptiste Nicaise. 
The witnesses were very accurate regarding the children and their chil- 
dren even to the specific number for each. Their sworn testimony was never 


disputed in the three local trials or in the two appeals to the Supreme Court. 
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As an aside to this family history, The Heirs of Porter who brought this 
lawsuit were the children of Captain John Porter, of the vessel BOXER fame in 
the War of 1812. Captain Porter and his command participated in the naval en- 
gagements between the U. S. Navy and the English fleet occuring in the waters 
surrounding Bay St. Louis, Mississippi. The land in question was purchased by 
Captain Porter for the purpose of establishing a hospital, which he did, to 
care for those injured in these engagements. The children and these events 
are set forth in the papers supporting this matter. ~° 

I believe that the sworn testimony of James Johnson and J. C. Monet es- 
tablishes beyond question that there was but one JOSEPHINE NICAISE and that 
she was the daughter of Joseph Nicaise and Jeanne Dufilly. 

We also have a record that this JOSEPHINE NICAISE married first JOSEPH 
LABAT, JR. on March 23, 1817 (see p. 28/29). 

We also have proof by this sworn testimony that JOSEPHINE NICAISE, the 
daughter of Joseph Nicaise and Jeanne Dufilly, in 1858 was then married to 
PHILIP SAUCIER. We also know from census records that they were the parents 
of eight children, the first born in 1820 and the last circa 1841. 

The final question that remained to be answered, the one that worried 
the Saucier Family historians and also me - Was there but one or were there 
two Josephine Nicaise children? They had a choice to make and without the ad- 
ditional information that I now have, they opted for two Josephine Nicaise 
children - one a daughter of Joseph and one a daughter of Martial Nicaise. 

I believe that this was a natural assumption and the only one that could 
have been made in the absence of the new information now available to me. In 
retrospect, I believe that I would have made the same decision that the Sau- 
cier Family historians also made. 

Even though I felt that I had enough valid information to state that 
there was but one Josephine Nicaise and that she was the daughter of Joseph 
Nicaise and not J. B. "Martial" Nicaise, the question of the fate of Joseph 
Labat, Jr. still nagged in my mind. This was the last loose end not accounted 
for. Again I went back to every civil record source that I though would have 
a bearing on this matter. I had already exhausted every Church source. 

VOILA!! In the Circuit Court records of HARCO in the March, 1842 Term of 
Court I located the very document that unlocked the entire secret and provided 


the last remaining clue to this involved story. There appeared an entry to the 
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effect that an Action of Trover and Conversion had been filed by Samuel A. 

Carpenter on behalf of B. Dedeaux, Administrator of the Estate of Joseph 

Labat against Ramon Lizana, Executor of the Estate of Charles Asmar. Of 

course the persons named - Carpenter, Dedeaux, Lizana and Asmar caught my eye 

immediately and the date 1842 coincided with the Power of Attorney between 

J. C. E. Possehi and his wife, Josephine Possehl, nee Josephine Labat. 
Without going into the many details and interesting history set forth 

in these documents, the actual Trover pleadings were located in the papers 

of the settlement of the Estate of Charles Asmar. In part, the Trover action 


stated: 


".....after the death of the said Joseph Labat, to-wit on the lst 
day of January 1818....." 


".....and after his death, to-wit, on the lst day of January 1818, 
at the County of Hancock, was lawfully possessed.....to-wit, One 
Schooner called the Maria....." 


",...-and the said Charles Asmar afterwards and after the death of 
the said Joseph Labat, to-wit, on the lst day of January, 1818, 
aforesaid converted and disposed of the said Schooner (Maria) to 
his own use." 


This document certainly establishes the date of death of Joseph Labat, 
Jr. as being January 1, 1818 and provided the final piece of the puzzle to 
my complete satisfaction. We now know that he and Josephine Nicaise had one 
daughter by their marriage, Josephine Possehl, nee Labat, and that after his 
death, Josephine Nicaise, then the Widow Labat, remarried Philip Saucier. 

This new information and identification of JOSEPHINE NICAISE does no 
harm to the Saucier Family History or to the known and listed children of 
Philip Saucier, Jr. and Josephine Nicaise, the Widow Labat, and their des- 
cendants. The actual children of Philip Saucier and Josephine Nicaise, the 
Widow Labat, are correctly listed together with their descendants in the 
Saucier Family History The only change that does result is that these chil- 
dren and their descendants are directly related to the Joseph Nicaise line 
and not to the Jean Baptiste "Martial" Nicaise line. 

The various intermarriages that occurred during this early period of time 
will continue to be confusing, but not impossible to follow. A good example of 
such marriages can be immediately seen here when we note that Pierre Saucier, 
a brother to Philip Saucier, Jr., also married Isabel Nicaise, a daughter of 


Jean Baptiste "Martial" Nicaise. Both brothers had sons named Charles as well 
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er 


as Jean Baptiste and all of these sons had children with similar if not iden- 
tical names. I have disseminated all of this information to Mr. Jack Belson, 
Mrs. Blanche Saucier and Dr. Walter Saucier and they are satisfied with my 


research and conclusions as set forth above.

1EA. SIMON FAVRE, born c 1780 was baptised March 6, 1782 (SLC BB 1 p 233). 


I have no further information on this person. 


1EB. CHARLES '"CHARLOT" FAVRE, JR., born c 1781 and was married April 21, 1800 
to LOUISE MIMI. She was also known as Pelagra Felicite and also as 
Madame Charlo. She is listed on their marriage record as "mezito" 
or half-indian. Their marriage record is listed in SLC MB 2 p 129. 
At this point, it must be remembered and pointed out that Charles "Char- 
lot" Favre, Sr. was deceased in 1784, as stated by his widow, Angelique Chris- 
tian Ladner and as more fully set forth on pages 13 & 14 herein. However, we 
do find a third child born to her, as follows:

Louis Favard and his wife, Martha Gargaret, were living along the 
Coast in the early 1780's. This is attested to in an early deed of property 
to Jacques Mathurin Ladner and Nicholas Carco from the Spanish Governor of 
Mobile, where Louis Fayard's property is one of the boundaries. If an actual 
Spanish grant was given, record of such is no longer available. The fact 
remains, though, that Louis was on the Coast in 1784.

original Spanish grant is in the Archives of Seville, Spain.

In 1824 a grant was confirmed by the United States Government to 


Louis, validating his old claim to the property in Biloxi. 


Pursuant to an order from the principal Deputy 
Surveyor of the Land District Fast of the Island of 
New Orleans, and in conformity with a Certificate #143 
from the Commissioners, appointed under authority of the 
Act of Congress of April 25, 1812, and recognized by a 
subsequent Act approved March 3, 1819, I have surveyed 
a tract of land claimed by Louis Fasiar situated on the 
seashore in the State of Mississippi, being section No. 26 
in Township No. 7 of Range No. 9 West of the basic meridian 
and South of the 31st degree of latitutde and bounded as 
following, viz: Beginning at the Southwest corner of

It does seem clear ,that all of the children of Louis and Martha were 


born and reared on the Gulf Coast. The family numbered six known children: 
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Louis (called Pierre in several documents), Judith, Jacaues, Alexis, Ursin and 

Jean Baptiste. Louis, Sr., must have made his living catching abated, growing 
crops and trapping. Though several families were living in the general area 

(that BE Nicholas Carco, Louis Caillavet, Jacque Genes Dorsette Richard; Dominique 
Ladner, Auguste Lafontaine), no large business of any kind was in existence. 

Louis’ brother, Jean Baptiste, had married Angelique Ladner, daughter of Jacques 


Mathurin Ladner and Anna Berda. They, too, had a grant, next to that of Louis. 


It would seem that from the content of the papers to follow that Louis 
must have geld part of his grant to others. In any event the land in question 
involves four arpents by forty arpents and an adjoining one arpent by forty 
arpents, the front part of which was donated to the town of Biloxi as a place of 


burial. 


The documents used here are found as originals in the Harrison County 
Chancery Court Archives at Gulfport, Mississippi. They represent.some of the 
oldest prime source material held by the County Archives. Though some words and 


abbreviations are illegible, most of the material is readable and presented here. 


The author descends from Louis, Jr., whose daughter, Virginia, married 
Joseph Moran of North Biloxi. Their daughter, Victoria, is the author's great 


grandmother, the wife of Louis Richard Boney from France. 


The documents have been placed in what seems to Be a correct chrono- 
logical order, though there appears to be some difficulty at times regarding dates. 
The original request for partition is made by two of the three living children, 
Jean and Jacques. The judge, by way of the law, is quite careful to see that 
all heirs are included and do receive equal shares. Those who are still children, 


as in the case of the children of Louis, Jr., have an appointed Guardian, in

the person of E. P. Fourniquet. Louis had died a short time after his father; 
probably in the early 1840's, since the children are described as "infants of

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: THE FAYARD FAMILY 


This paper represents a continuation in a series of short 
histories of the First Families of the French colony of Louisiana with 
strong Gulf Coast roots. So much credit is to be given to these two 
pioneers of the Gulf Coast area that even in a short historical sketch as 
this, at least some recognition can be given to members of that hardy band 
of pioneers, who fought the elements, politics and native Americans te con- 
struct the beginnings of a heritage which ail of us now share. In this case 
the two individuals are Jean Faillard dit LaLancette and Francoise Fisseau. 

Now and then a family name appears which, if followed through, might 
completely disappear from the records. This disappearance is not because of 
a lack of male descendants or a complete exit from the area by the whole 
family; rather, ne is often the result of a peculiar system used by several 
European countries, which allows an individual to adopt a second name and simply 
attach it to his own, thereby literally giving that person two family names. 
The French were great in this respect, permitting a man who had done a 
service for his country to add a second wane and wrote the whole name, or 
one name or the other, as his signature. This is particularly true in the 
case of Jean Faillard dit LaLancette, Jean Faillard called (known as) 
LaLancette. 

| Jean Faillard dit LaLancette was a soldier in the service of France 


in Louisiana during the late 1730's, 1740's and possibly the 1750's and later. 
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During the administration of Governor Vaudreuil, between 1743 and 1753 
several censuses of the Louisiana colony were taken, and, ostensibly, all 


citizens were registered. One such census involved the military, taken in 


1745, which gave the name of each soldier and his alias or nickname or second 


name, whichever was the case. Jean is listed in this census as Jean Faillard 


dit LaLancette. (The Vaudreuil Papers, B111 Barron, PolyanthosPress, New 


Orleans, La., p. 99.) 


Jean Faillard dit LaLancette’s family background is not known. 
However, for what it is worth, the following information regarding a family 
of LaLancettes is recorded in First Families of Louisiana, by Glenn R. Conrad. 


1. “LaLancette, soldier, his wife with him" on the boat LePhilippe, 
1-26-1719, Vol. I, p. 36. 

2. Lalancette - died October 11, 1721, soldier and barber, Vol. II,

The LaLancette listed above, who died in October, 1721, could have 


been the LaLancette on the ship, Le Philippe. Jeanne could have been his 

wife. The child, Charles, cannot be explained, unless he had been five years 

old. In that case, he could have been the son of Jeanne and LaLancette. In 
The next 


any event, this is the earliest known family by the name LaLancette. 


time we read of a LaLancette or Fayard is in a legal situation involving Jean 


Fayard dit LaLancette. 


It would seem that Jean Faillard dit LaLancette would have been 


born in the colony. The reason for this supposition is that Jean is married 


by 1744 to Francoise Fisseau, who was born in 1728. Had Jean come to the colony 


as a child in 1720, or been born there, his age would approximate somewhat the 


age of Francoise. If he came earlier, and there is no record of this, his 


age would have been more out of proportion with hers. In 1744 she was 16 
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years old. It is recognized, though, that older men frequently married 
younger girls and had rather large families. It is, then, that there is a 
considerably difficult situation here to show that Jean Fayard dit LaLancette 
is a son of the LaLancette who died in 1721. Yet, the author is of this 
belief. The earlier LaLancette was a soldier and, perhaps, Jean follows in 
the footsteps of his father. This is, though, strictly speculation, but it 
seems plausible that a son could have been born to this LaLancette and managed 
to survive his difficult early years, possibly being reared an orphan in 
another home and then follows the profession of his father. 

It is said that Jean Faillard dit LaLancette was from Canada, the 
Soh of Pierre Fayard of France and Catherine Arbour. In the Dictionnaire 
National des Canadiens Francais (1608-1760), Volume I, p- 484, by Msgr. 
Irenée Lussier of the Institut Genealogique Drouin of Montreal, Canada, can 
be found Jean Fayard dit LaFeuillade, son'of Pierre and Catherine Arbour, of 
St. Gervais, Commune de Videix, diocese of Limoges, Limousin, France. How- 
ever, this Jean Fayard dit Lafeuillade married Catherine Thibaut on November 
25, 1754, in Montreal. At the same time, Jean Faillard dit LaLancette was 
married in Louisiana to Francoise Fisseau and already had several children by 
1754 and others would follow after that date. It would seem, then, that 
further consideration of this Canadian Jean as an ancestor to Gulf Coast 
families would not be correct. Even the alias, LaFeuillade, is not the same. 

There are still other genealogists who think, but do not insist on, 
that the Bayard family of early Detroit and Tilinois might be ancestors to 
the Coast Fayards. However, in the Michigan Pioneer and Historical Society 
Journal, Volume XXXIII, 1904, there is a reference to the Cadillac Papers 


giving the census of Detroit in the year 1710. A Francois Fafard dit Delorme, 
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farmer, a Jean Fafard and his daughter, Marguerite, are mentioned. But no 


connection can be seen between this Fafard family and the Fayards of the Gulf 


Coast. 
The name LaLancette, as was seen earlier, was an added name preceded 
by the French word "dit" ("known as" or "called"}. At times the name Fayard 


was used, yet at other times the same person was called LaLancette: The two 


names were interchangeable. LaLancette continued to be used, particularly 


in the Bay St. Lowis~-Delisle area until the late 1820's or thereabouts, 


after which it seems to have disappeared. 
i 


One can only imagine the primitive conditions under which the im- 
migrants in Louisiana lived, and, given the hot, humid weather, the river, 


floods and other natural problems, it is not a wonder that some families 


literally died out early. Medical services were probably available but not 


necessarily adequate for the region. 


Inasmuch as the marriage records for the 1740's are ne longer 
extant, having been destroyed by the elements or by the great New Orleans 


French Quarter fire of 1788, no record can be provided for the marriage 


between Jean Fayard dit LaLancette to Francoise Fisseau. It seems that Jean, 


the soldier, was married to Francoise Fisseau in the early 1740's. The birth 


of the first recorded child, Marie Anne, took place in Natchitoches on September 


6, 1744, so it is presumed that either at the time of the marriage, or a short 


time thereafter, Jean is with the service in Natchitoches. Another daughter,

It would seem that shortly after the birth of Marie Louise, the 
Fayards moved back to New Orleans, because the initiation of a civil suit 
before the French Superior Council of Louisiana is instituted on May 21, 1748. 
However, before taking up the details of the suit, it would be good to give 


some background on the wife of Jean Fayard, Francoise Fisseau. 


Francoise Fisseau was the daughter of Nicolas Fisseau and Marie~ 
anne LaGarenne or Legare. The marriage record is in Marriage Book A, pages 
49 and 50, of the St. Louis Cathedral, New Orleans, and reads as follows: 


“On May 4, 1722, after the publication of two 
banns between Nicolas Fiso, native of Paris, the parish 
of St. Denis, and Marianne Legare, native of Paris, the 
parish of St. Antoine, and not having found any impediment, 
I, the undersigned, certify the two united together by the 
sacrament of marriage with the ordinary ceremonies of the 
Church in the presence of Antoine Barthelemy Legare, father 
of the girl, Francois Herinane, Jean Villars, Jean Christophe, 
Jean Philippe Laprairie, uncle of the girl, who made a mark 
only, declaring that they could not write to sign, with the 
exception of Francois Herinane who signed with me."

Inasmuch as 
Jean Fayard was literate (he signs most documents), he shoulders the burden 


of the suit in his wife's favor. 

The initial petition to the Superior Council was made by Jean 
Fayard on May 21, 1748, a document which he signs as "Fayard." The copies 
of the originals of the documents used in this paper are from the Louisiana 
State Museum. They were translated by the author, who feels that despite the 


poor handwriting, the meaning of the passage, if an exact translation could 


not be made, has been faithfully maintained. 


Jean Fayard dit LaLancette humbly requests in the name 
of his wife, Francoise Fisseau, for a division of succession, 
saying that at the death of Nicholas Fisseau, he left two 
daughters, one of whom the suppiiant married. Fisseau had 
left a house built on posts in the ground (stilts) on 2/3 of 
the land, a slave man, a slave woman and a slave child as 
seen through an inventory. It is stated that Marianne La 
Garenne, the surviving widow and mother of the two girls, had 
already sold 1/3 of the property, and fearing that through 
her husband's request (Pierre de Lorme), with whom she had 
contracted a second marriage, she would divert the little 
that remained from her children. 

This considered, Sirs, if you please, will permit the 
plaintiff, Fayard, to have cited at the first day of the 
next session of the Council, Pierre de Lorme, in his name 
as husband give up the share which accrues to the two 
daughters, one of whom is his wife, the other his sister-in- 
law. In this way justice would be done. .

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On the following day, May 22, Mr. DeLorme was served notice of the 


citation. This was done by the sheriff of the day, LeNormand, who delivered 


the paper to Mr. deLorme’s home, giving it to Mr. DeLorme himself. It orders 


deLorme to appear on a certain day and time before the Council to answer to 


the charges brought by Jean Fayard. 


On May 22, 1748, a notice of citation is made for 

‘ Jean Fayard dit LaLancette of New Orleans, Louisiana, by 
4 Sheriff Le Normand, attached to the Superior Council of 

this Province of New Orleans, on Pierre de Lorme of New 
Orleans at his home. It is ordered that the said de Lorme

The accountant said that he had paid 20 pounds for the 
funeral expenses and 10 pounds for pallbearers; that he had 
also paid a debt of the deceased Fisseau in the amount of 50 
pounds. It is also noted that the house had fallen into ruin 
and that the accountant had built a new house, even though 
his funds were not sufficient, requiring him to borrow 
157.10 pounds from Mr. Dubreuil, according to the attached 
record.

-In Volume II, p. 185, of Glenn Conrad's First Families of 


Louisiana, there is listed the name of Jean Fayard. The lengthy list of 


names, spanning the years 1720-1770, involves retirements, deaths and deser- 
tions from the military. It is net known why Jean's name is on the list, 
despite the fact that many others listed have the reasons given for having 
their names included. Inasmuch as we can feel reasonably sure that Jean did 
not desert the service, his name must have been included for reason of death 
or retirement from the service. Mr. Conrad's records seem to be from the 
originals in Paris, so there is no way to know just what the true reason was 
for Jean's name being included. Parisian records are generally copied and 
translated. verbatim. 


New Orleans was not a very large town in the mid 1700's, so it is 


not uncommon that many of the original Coast families, with origins or con- 


nections in New Orleans, would have known each other. The Lafontaines, Fisseaux, 
Panguinets, Fayards, Gargarets and Ladners all knew each other. This is at- 
tested to in the many sponsors at the baptisms and marriages of children in 
these families in New Orleans. And even more so does one find a closeness or 
affinity aioe these families along the Guif Coast. 

Just exactly when the Fayards moved to Biloxi is not precisely 
known, but it must have been before April 28, 1784. On this particular date, 
the following grant was made by the Spanish to Jacques Mathurin (Ladner) and 
Nicolas Carcaux, the first parts of which are quoted to show that Louis 
Fayard already had property which bordered this grant. (Mobile, Alabama, 


Genealogical Library, Spanish Grants.)

It is an understatement to say that the Fayards had much to do with 
the settlement of the Gulf Coast area. Linked by marriage to the other great 
Coast families, such as Careco, Ladner, SepnGuk: Caillavet, Morin, Ryan and 
Bosarge, the Fayards are numerous, but one outstanding event in the family's 
long history was an act by the family of Louis which deeded to the City of 
Biloxi the land on which the city cemetery is located. The loved ones of 
countless families have been laid to rest on the ground of the Fayard grant, 
sharing in the largesse of the Fayard family. The deed follows:

In 1824 a grant was confirmed by the United States Government to 


Louis, validating his old claim to the property in Biloxi.

Surveyor of the Land District East of the Island of 
New Orleans, and in conformity with a Certificate #143 
from the Commissioners, appointed under authority of the 
Act of Congress of April 25, 1812, and recognized by a

It does seem clear that all of the children of Louis and Martha were 


born and reared on the Gulf Coast. The family numbered six known children: 


pe 
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Louis (called Pierre in several documents), Judteh, Jacques, Alexis, Ursin and 
Jean Baptiste. Louis, Sr., must have made his living catching seafood, growing 
crops and trapping. Though several families were living in the general area 

{that of Nicholas Carco, Lovis Caillavet, Jacque Ladner, Dorsette Richard, Dominique 
Ladner, Auguste Lafontaine), no large business of any kind was in existence. 


Louis' brother, Jean Baptiste, had married Angelique Ladner, daughter of Jacques 


Mathurin Ladner and Anna Berda. They, too, had a grant, next to that of Louis. 


It would seem that from the content of the papers to follow that Louis 


must have sold part of his grant to others. In any event the land in question 


involves four arpents by forty arpents and an adjoining one arpent by forty 


arpents, the front part of which was donated to the town of Biloxi as a place of 


burial. 


The documents used here are found as originals in the Harrison County 
Chancery Court Archives at Gulfport, Mississippi. They represent some of the 
oldest prime source material held by the County Archives. Though some words and 


abbreviations are illegible, most of the material is readable and presented here. 


The author descends from Lowis, Jr., whose daughter, Virginia, married 
Joseph Moran of North Biloxi. Their daughter, Victoria, is the author's great 


grandmother, the wife of Louis Richard Boney from France. 


The documents have been placed in what seems to be a correct chrono- 
logical order, though there appears to be some difficulty at times regarding dates. 
The original request for partition is made by two of the three living children, 


Jean and Jacques. The judge, by way of the law, is quite careful to see that 
all heirs are included and do receive equal shares. Those who are still children, 


as in the case of the children of Louis, Jr., have an appointed Guardian, in

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the person of E. P. Fourniquet. lLowis had died a short time after his father; 
probably in the early 1840's, since the children are described as “infants of 


tender years” in 1849. Louis, Sr., died about the year 1830.

PARTY LEFT THIS MORNING TO SEE ABOUT THE CLAIMS 


Left Biloxi for Bay St. Louis to see lawyer seeking to 
find heirs to millions, according to kindred to departed 
Indians. 


Leaving Biloxi this morning for a trip to Bay St. Louis 
to see there an Indian lawyer who is seeking to adjust some 
big claims involving large sums of money, a party of persons 
residing across Back Bay this morning took the train on their 
way to seek ownership for the unclaimed wealth which, if ob~ 
tained, would make them rich, it is said. 


The lawyer in mention sent for those who left for Bay 
St. Louis today and they are, according to all available in- 
formation, some of the heirs to which much of the property 
belongs. 


The local people called by the attorney are believed by 
him to be descendants of Indians who owned vast tracts on the 
Oklahoma reservation. Those who went to see the lawyer this

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It appears that about 200 years ago a number of Indians 
came to Mississippi from Oklahoma and that, at present, there 
are about 900 heirs to the property of Indians who died on 
the reservation, but who hitherto failed to enter claims for 


the estates. 


In the 1950's Mrs. Edith Moran, after many meetings, visits to homes 
avd contact with State and Indian representatives, collected sums that were used 
to further research,argue and attempt to collect what was thought to be a large 
inheritance. Nothing came of it, despite much hard work. 

After searching through all of the available data in courthouses and 
church archives, the author has not found one shred of evidence, other than 
teaily lore, that a certain Marguerite Laforce (LaFaust, LaFausse), of Indian 
origin, was the wife of or consort to a Joseph Moran. No Marguerite LaForce 
(the true spelling) appears in the family of Joseph LaForce and Marie Louise 
, St. Germain. He was from Canada, she from Natchez. Eight children blessed this 
marriage: Dominic, Elizabeth, Santiago (Jacques), Joseph, Marie Bazilie, Jean 
Victor, Marie Claire and Augustin. 

The only other known child of the period having any connection to 
Joseph LaForce or Marie Louise St. Germain is Louis Gregoire, baptized on July 10, 
1822, born November 28, 1816, of the legitimate marriage of Louis Gregoire and 
Louise St. Germain. Probably Joseph had died and she remarried having one son. 

Except for the above information on the LaForce family, there is ne 
known connection between the Moran and LaForce families except a strange listing 
of a Leonard LaForce, in the Census of 1850 of Harrison County in the household 
of Mrs. Margaret Moran, wife of the deceased Joseph Moran II. (See the author's 
article in the Mississippi Coast Historical and Généalogical Journal, Vol. 17, 
No. 2, June, 1981, P. 57).

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Much of the history regarding the early Fayard ancestors is to be 
found in the "Mississippi Coast Historical and Genealogical Society," Volume 18, 
Number 1, February 1982, pp. 1-12, by Brother Jerome Lepre, S.C. A capsulized 
version of the Fayard family is given here. 

Jean Faillard dit Lalancette (he signs "Fayard") was a soldier of 
France in New Orleans during the 1740's as attested to by the census of troops 
ordered taku by Governor Vaudreuil (1743-1753). Jean was married to Psnebiee 
Fisseau, born in the colony of Nicholas Fisseau and Marianne Legare (LaGarenne). 
Jean, as would be expected of any soldier, was transferred to Natchitoches shortly 
after his marriage and it is there that his first two children were born. 

When Nicholas Fisseau died in the early 1730's he left a small estate 
but died intestate. After some time the Widow Fisseau married Pierre DeLorme, 
also a soldier, vet remaining in the Fisseau home. When Jean and Francoise saw 
that Marieanne (Fisseau) DeLorme was selling off parts of the estate to her 
benefit and that of her only other child, another daughter, Jean instituted a 
suit in the French Provincial Council to obtain what was his uifets just due from 
the Fisseau estate. This brought them back ro New Orleans, where it seems they 
remained. The suit was successful, in that the effects of the estate were sold 
and a proper court~directed settlement was made on June 1, 1748. But one can 
imagine how little was eventually divided among the mother and her two daughters, 
given the debts against the estate. Jean's efforts brought forth the court settle- 
ment which he had intended. The final decision by the court follows. 

Between Jean Fayard, called LaLancette, in the name of 

and as being married to Francoise Fisseau, Plaintiff, and 

Pierre de Lorme in the name of and as being married to Marianne 

‘LaGarenne, widow of Nicholas Fisseau, defendant. On the request 

made by Jean Fayard ordained and processed on the date of May 


22 last, the said request exhibited that, since the death of 
Nicholas Fisseau, it is known he left things in favor of his 
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two daughters. The demand is made after having married 
knowing he had left goods for all to use: a house on 

stakes and posts of earth, with two levels of land, one 
Negro man, one Negro woman and a Negro child. Marianne 
LaGarenne, mother of the two daughters, had already sold 

a third of the land, and fearing that it was at the request 
of Pierre de Lorme, her husband, with whom she contracted a 
second marriage, it was thought that she was going to divert 
the rest from her children. It is asked that Mr. DeLorme 

on the first part be condemned to wash his hands of the 
division of the property and participation in the inheri- 
tance of his wife, so as to get all for his wife rather than 
for his sister-in-law. For this he uses the total including 
expenses and ask that DeLorme render an account leaving 
everything together. The general trial is heard and the 
Council has ordained and does ordain that for equity in the s 
division, the Council orders that movables of the succes- 
sion are to be sold, returns are to be divided, after raising 
what comes to the widow. The lot and house are to be sold 
judicially, to the profit of the heirs. The succession is 
to bear the costs. (June 1, 1748 - Decision #12 - Louisiana 
State Museun. ) 


The family grew quickly. Between -1744, when Marie Anne was born in 


Natchitoches, and 1763, Jean and Francoise were the parents of eight children. 


Another, Francois, is in all probability a son of theirs, but the record has 


deteriorated so much that, other than for his name, dates and names are il- 


legible.

(It must be Said in all candor that there is no certain date as to when the 
Fayard family came to the Coast. In two documents Louis is listed first as a 
native of Pass Christian and, second, as a native of Deer Island. Yet there is 
no evidence whatever that his parents, Jean and Francoise, lived on the Gulf 
Coast. Francoise's sister, Marie Louise, had married at an earlier date, probably 
during the 1750's, to Jean Baptiste Christian Ladner, a first generation Ladner, 
and she was living even at thar time in the Bay St. Louis area where her family 
was reared.) 

The earliest reference to the effect that Louis and Martha were living 
in the Biloxi area is that Louis’ name appears on a Spanish grant to Jacques 
Mathurin (Ladner) and Nicholas Carcaux dated April 28, 1784 (Mobile County Genea- 
logical Library, Mobile, Ala.), in which this property's boundaries are given. 
Since land from a grant had to be lived on or cultivated, it may even be that 
Louis and Martha had lived on the Coast from shortly after their marriage.

After checking that the property belongs to no one, Henry Grimarest, 


Governor of Mobile, gives the following decision. 


Henry Grimarest, Lieutenant Colonel of Infantry, Civil and 
Military Governor of the Town of Mobile and its jurisdiction: 


By virtue of the powers which the King, our Sovereign, has 
conferred upon me, I grant and confirm unto the said Jamés 
Mathurin and Nicholas Carceaux the eight arpents of land which 
they solicit in the preceding Memorial; that is to say, to James 
Mathurin the four arpents situated on the West; and to Nicholas 
Carceaux the other four erpents adjoining thereto towards the 
East, which tract of land they shall enjoy during their life 
time, and after their death, to their lawful representatives, 
and the said land shall be used by them for cultivation, raising 
of cattle, cutting wood and in establishing a plantation thereon; 
and in virtue of this title, they can therefore enter in the 
enjoyment and possession of the said tract of land, and they 
shall be recognized as lawful owners thereof free from molesta-~ 
tion by any person whatsoever in the course of their labours.

Louis Fayard's grant at that time must have been what was confirmed

It is clear, then, that Louis and Martha had all their children and 
reared them on the Mississippi Gulf coast. (The original grant to Louis is in 
the Spanish Archives in Seville, Spain.) This family numbered six known children: 
Pierre (called Louis in many documents), Judith, Jacques, Alexis, Ursin and Jean 
Baptiste. Louis, Sr., must have made his living catching seafood, growing crops 
and trapping. Though several families were living in the area, no large business 
of any kind was in existence. Louis' brother, Jean Baptiste, had married Angelique 
Ladner, daughter of Jacques Mathurin Ladner and Anna Berda of Horn Island. They, 
too, had a grant near that of Louis on the Gulf Coast. 

The continuation of the line is with Alexis Fayard. Alexis was born and 
reared in Biloxi. It is interesting to note that the alias "Lalancette" was still 
being used. The boy was baptized in New Orleans, so it woud seen. In all 
probability the whole family got into sailing boats to make the trip to New Orleans, 


via Lake Pontchartrain and Bayou St. John.

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On January 6, 1796, I, Father Finso de Peleagonsalo, 
a Capuchin religious and in charge of the Sanctuary church 
of this Holy Cathedral Church of New Orleans, baptized and 
put the Holy Oils to a boy born on January 6, of the past 
year of 1794, the legitimate son of Louis Lalanzete, a 
native of Pass Christian, and Marta Gargaret, a native of 
this city.

Alexis, no doubt, learned the various means of catching seafood and 


raising crops from his Dad, work that would keep him well occupied during his 


lifetime. 


In the early church records of the Gulf Coast, as maintained in the 
Cathedral Archives of New Orleans, Biloxi and Mobile, references are made which 
would indicate that Alexis lived from Bay St. Louis to Pascagoula at various times. 
However, after his marriage during the second decade of the 1800's to Martha 
Ryan, his first cousin (their mothers were sisters), Alexis apparently moved to 
acquire a large piece of property on Parker Creek and the Tchouticabouffa-River. 

In an article written about her grandmother, Rose Cecile Fayard Parker, 
a daughter of Alexis and Martha Groue, and sister to Marie, Miss Marjorie 


Stewart recounts the following about the property: 


"Mrs. Rose Cecile Alexis Fayard owned three hundred sixty 
acres, or one section of land, on which she grew corn, potatoes, 
hay, cane, cotton and small vegetable crops with the help of 
sixteen slaves. The home was called ‘Rose Hill' and rose above 
the Tchouticabouffa River and Parker Creek. The family cemetery 
is about three hundred yards from the original small white house 
with the original plaster still on its walls. In the cemetery 
rest Alexis and Martha and several descendants. 


"During the Civil War the Yankees were camped at Rose Hill 
farm near the bricked-up well. They asked my grandmother if 
she would cook bread for them. She said she would, so she and 
her daughters baked bread with the flour and other ingredients 
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supplied by the Yankees. The South was virtually starving 
at this time, but when they moved on, they left several bags 
of flour and supplies for the familv. 


"My grandfather had a son, Bill (Parker), about sixteen 
years old. He took Bill by schooner to the islands out in 
the Gulf to protect him from the Yankees. They were looking 
for conscripts for their army. 


"The Yankees were kind and guarded the home at night 
while they camped there. They did not steal nor did they 
molest any of the animals or destroy the property. They 
did carry pontoons on wagons, and, when they came to a bay, 
creek or river, they would put the pontoons on the water, 
cross over, and continue on their journey. - 


"After the war ended and the South was subdued, grand- 
mother's slaves were free; yet some of them never left home. 
They continued to live, work ahd eat in their cabins until 
death. They, too, were laid to rest in the family plot 
about three hundred yards from the plastered house, 


"This house, or part of it, stands today, 1971. It 
is known as the Krautter House, after a daughter, Armine, 
who had married Louis Krautter and inherited the place." 


Alexis and Martha had eight known children. They were: Rose Cecile, 
who married James Parker of Baltimore, Maryland; Louis, who married Martha 
Bosarge; Octavia, who married Thomas Latimer; Gilbert, husband of Jane Bennett, 
who died in the Civil War; David, husband of Martha Bennett, also killed in the 
Civil War; Melanie, who married Antoine Thomas; Caroline, wife of Francis Formast; 


and Armine, who married Louis Krautter of Germany.

On July 18, 1837, Rose Cectle Fayard was married to James Parker of 
Baltimore, Maryland. How they became acquainted is not known, but this couple were 
the parents of seven children: James, Matilda, Mary, Lavinia, William, Rose Cecile 
and Ursin. James married Elizabeth Craven on February 25, 1876; Matilda married 
George Armstrong on March 11, 1878; Mary Martha married Louis Groue on May 8, 

1860; Lavinia married John Baptist Moran on February 6, 1867; William married 
Emma Cuevas on April 8, 1880; Rose Cecile married William Stewart on April 27, 
1877; and Ursin married Ada Nelson on MaLeWeS 1904. 

Marie Martha, as seen above, married Louis Groue of Back Bay. She was 
born at the old homestead on Parker Creek on April 22, 1841. in order for her to 
be baptized, -the parents took her to Biloxi fifteen months later, at which time 
the account of the baptism was recorded in the church register. 

On July 22, 1842, was baptized Marie Martha, born on 

April 22, 1841, the daughter of James Parker and Rose 


Cecile Fayard. Godparents are Etienne Lafaure and 
Delarie Fayard (aunt).

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To say the least, that was satve a coincidence for two children who 
would later become husband and wife, His grandfather and his aunt were his 
sponsors. As can be seen, Louis’ maternal ancestry reaches back into the early 
1700's to Christian Ladner, his great, great grandfather. (This line in reverse 
would be: Louis, Eloise Ladner, Jean Baptiste Ladner, Nicholas Ladner, Christian 
Ladner.) Louis' paternal ancestry included his father, Louis Grone, and his 
grandfather, Louis Gregoire. By some strange quirk among French people in giving 
nicknames, Louis' father, would, till his dying day, insist that his name was 
Gregoire, not Grove. Yet, Groue is the name of this family today, rather than 
Gregoire, as it seems that it should have been. The baptism in question (for 
Louis' father) was the following (Mobile Cathedral BB 2, p. 187).

Jean Baptiste Ladner had five daughters (Eloise, Louise, Julienne, 
Desiree, Arcene) and one son, Alfred. To each he portioned out a part of the 
large grant of Section 16, just inside Jackson County near the Jackson-Harrison 
line, which he had received from the Federal Government on April 25, 1812 as 
Grant #158. 


To all to whom these presents shall come, Greeting: 


Whereas, evidence having been deposited in the General 
Land Office, whereby it appears that the Private Land Claim 
of John Baptiste Ladner, being Claim No. 158 (American 
State Paper, Duff-Green Edition, Volume 3, page 34) was con- 
firmed by Section three of the Act of March 3, 1819 (3 Srat., 
528), and that the said claim has been regularly surveyed and 
designated as Section sixteen in Township seven south of Range 
nine west of the St. Stephens Meridian, Mississippi, containing 
six hundred nine acres and thirty-two hundredths of an acre, 
as shown by the township plat approved December 31, 1828:

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Eloise was born on August 6, 1821, as the following baptismal 


record indicates. 
On July 6, 1822, I, the undersigned missionary 

priest, baptized Louise, daughter of Jean Baptist Ladner 

and Julianne LaFontaine/married in the Church/ born on 

August 6, 1821. The godmother is Louise Ladner. (Mobile 

Cathedral, BB 2, p. 184-a.) 

Eloise's birth probably took place at the old Ladner homestead, which was built 
on the old point of land where Jean Baptiste Fountain would eventually build his 
home, rhe veddon for this assumption rests on the fact that the grant was ae 
firmed on April 25, 1812. Her birth took place nine years later, 

Taking possession of a grant took place quickly, so as to satisfy 
governmental regulations. Unless an individual farmed or grazed or lived on a 
grant, so as to make use of it, the grant would revert to the government which gave 
it, after a specified time. It is thus taken for granted here that Jean Baptiste 
Ladner satisfied this regulation. Old members of the Fountain family still living 
today, recall some rather old buildings and foundations that existed on the 
property when they were children. These remnants of days gone by could have been 
some of the first buildings on the north side of Back Bay, that is, immediately 
across the Back Bay from Biloxi. In the 1819 re-confirmation of the above grant, 
it is noted that Jean Baptiste Ladner's western neighbor was Louis A. Caillavet, a 
descendant of Symphorien Caillavet of France. The Caillavet property included 
the present site of the Fountain Cemetery in d'Iberville. Jean Baptiste Ladner's 
son-in-law, Francois Fontaine, would eventually purchase the Caillavet grant, all 
of which, in 1841, would become part of Harrison County, Mississippi. 

So it was, then, that Louis Groue's early years were spent on the 
Property inherited by his mother, Eloise. He learned the fine points of the seafood 


industry from his father. And, no doubt, he learned how to make nets, fish, 


and grow the crops common to the area. 
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On May 8, 1860, the civil marriage between Lovis Groue and Mary Parker 
took place. No locality is mentioned, but it was not uncommon in those days that 


the Justice of the Peace would perform the ceremony at the home of the bride or 


groom, By this time there were many households on the North side of the Back Bay, 


so that one can imagine the large concourse of people bearing the familiar names 
of Fountain, Beaugez, Bosarge, Foretich, Seymour, Boney, Ladner, Quave, Saujon, 
Moran, Santa Cruz, to name just a few. 

The small chapel dedicated to Our Lady of the Assumption had been con-~ 
structed on the North side of the Back Bay in 1860 but there was no resident 
pastor. . 

This Church of the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin 

Mary, built at Back Bay by the religious care of Mr. 

Manuel Sanchez and Philippine Sanchez, his wife, was 

erected and opened to the Catholic worship by Father 

Henri Georget, pastor of the Church of the Nativity at 

Biloxi and of the Catholic Congregation of Back Bay, 

on the 16th day of August, 1860, feast of St. Hyacinth. 

(Book 3, Nativity Cathedral, Biloxi.) 

It was not until 1871 that the blessing of the marriage between Louis 
and Marie took place. In fact, most of the blessings of the marriages among the 
Back Bay couples, contracted in the 1860's, took place in the early 1870's, 
Despite the tardiness in having their civil marriages blessed, most, if not all, 
of the old generation were married in the Catholic church. The exceptions are 
very few, and it is quite possible that, in the case of the exceptions, the 
priest lost the information or forgot to record the blessings; for it is even 


rarer that a Catholic couple did not have their children baptized. 


The blessing of the civil marriage between Louis and Marie took place 
on May 5, 1871. 


On May 5, 1871, I blessed the marriage of Louis Groux and 
Marie Paca. The witnesses were Francois Fontaine and Marie 


Fournier. (Book 2, p. 49, Act 280.)

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Emilie's early life was that of learning from her mother the usual 
feminine graces and skills, particularly that of cooking.

As time went on Emilie began courting Armand Cannette of the same 
locality. In those days there were not too many social activities, so courtship 
was highly supervised by the father of the girl. Staying out late was not 
generally "the order of the day." However, in due time the couple married at
